S a cram en to, Biarch 19, 1880. 
The Senate m et in regular session a t 10 a. m., 
President Mansfield in the chair. 
Roll called and a quorum pit-sent. 
The journal of yesterday was read and approved. 


THE CHARTER. 
The Senate resum ed the consideration of Senate 
Bill No. 362—An Act to provide for the organization, 
incorporation and governm ent of merged aud con­ 
solidated cities and counties of m orethau ICO,000 pop­ 
ulation, pursuant to the provisions of Section 7, 
Article XI., of the Constitution of the Slate (by BIr. 
Traylor). 
Mr. Co n g er moved to s tr ik e o u t the enacting 
clause, upon which motion another discussion arose 
co\ ering the same ground as on yesterday. 
In fact 
the report of the proceedings o f yesterday’s session 
in he U lcord U nion covered every point on both 
sides of the case. 
The m otion was lost by a vote of 6 ayes to 33 
noes.

Assembly Joint Resolution No. 7, Assembly 
Joint Resolution No. 17, and Assembly Joint Reso­ 
lution No. 15. 
Mr. N e u m a n n , from the Committee on M ires and 
Mining, reported back favorably Assembly Biil No. 
230. 
BIr. J o h st o n, from the Committee on Swamp 
and Overflowed Lands, reported back favorably 
Senate Bill No. 243, Assembly Bill No. 199, Assem­ 
bly Bill No. 64. 
Air. C h a se presented a locU option petition signed 
by 175 citizens of Santa Barbara county. 
Referred 
to the Committee on Public Aloráis. 
Mr. Kanb presented a petition relative to Chinese, 
and it was referred to the Committee on Federal 
Relations. 
THE CHARTER. 
The Senate then resum ed consideration of Senate 
Bill No. 362. 
Mr. Mo r e l a n d moved to amend Section 1 so th at 
the Act would not take effect until ratified by the 
people. 
A fter some discussion the am endm ent was lost. 
BIr. E nos moved to amend Section 4 so as to have 
the Chief of Police elected by the f*eop'e. 
Lost. 
On motion of Mr. T ra y lo r the word “ G overnor” 
was stricken out of Section 5, where the Governor 
was authorized to appoint twelve Supervisors, and 
th at power w as given to the Superior Judges.

Fox, unconstitutional. 
The office was not needed in 
San Francisco. 
The milk supply came from the 
green fields of San Mateo. 
The whole thin_ was 
useless, except th at it wou’d imp se an additional 
tax u|>on the city. The m an to be appointed was 
the only one who wanted the bill passed. 
The cry 
of the times and the pledges of the members were 
for reform. 
On the motion of Mr. Tyler to strike ou t the en­ 
acting clause the vote was ayes 33, noes 40. 
On the question of passage to third reading the 
vote was announced as ayes 39, noes 39, anil the 
C h a ir decided the motion lost.

VARIOUS AMENDMENTS. 
At the request of Mr. B roo ks, the bill was read 
by sections. 
Mr. B rooks offered an am endm ent to line 3, Sec­ 
tion 5, to make the pay $125 per month. 
Mr. Young moved to further amend by m aking it 
$190 per m onth. 
Accepted and adopted. 
BIr. B rooks also moved to amend Section 6 by 
striking out $250 per m onth and iusertiug $1,000 per 
year. 
Adopted. 
Mr. Young offered an am e»dm ent providing for 
the publication of the notices of proposals in news- 
liapers, aiujl proposed to have it inserted th at one of 
the papera should be published iu Sacramento. 
Adopted. 
Marysville, Red Bluff and Oroville were also in­ 
cluded in the list. 
A motion to include the Dutch Flat F orum was 
made by Mr. C h a m b e r l a in , and afterw ards with­ 
drawn. 
Mr. C a r r , of Sacramento, proposed an am endm ent 
to Section 11, line 4, by striking out after the word 
“ th at” the words “ or condemn,” w ith reference to 
levees already constructed. 
This was proposed to 
prevent the condemnation of levees already built 
and their purchase by the State. 
Mr. T y ler thought this would kill the bill en­ 
tirely, because if the authorities had no power to 
condemn the levees the work could never be carried 
out. 
Mr. C a r r explained th at his am endm ent was to 
prevent the condemnation of the levees, and uot for 
the putqKise of interfering with the other operations 
of the bill. 
It was to prevent the purchase of the 
levees after they had been condemned. 
Mr. Fox was of the opinion th at the am endm ent 
would prevent th e carrying out of the purposes of 
the bill. 
Mr. B e n n e tt thought the objects of the amend­ 
m ent good. 
It allowed the public work to join or 
connect with other works already built. There were 
hundreds and thousands of dollars’ worth of work 
in this m atter of levee building already* done in this 
district, and the parties who had constructed such 
levees would like no better thing than to have them 
condemned for public work. 
In such cases the 
price asked was always too high, and it was the ob­ 
ject of the am endm ent to prevent this sort of thing. 
It would be a m onstrous proposition to allow these 
levees to be condemned, for no people could stand 
the vast expense which would be entailed, and 
should not. 
Mr. C h a n d l e r thought the am endm ent a proper 
one. These levees, if condemned, would cost the 
State millions of dolíais. 
The city of Sacramento, 
which had control of its levees, did not desire to 
have them condemued and,turned over to strangers. 
Mr. M í C a rty of Lake sup)»orted the amendment. 
It wa9a proper step in the work of perfecting the 
bill. 
Mr. C o rc or a n thought the am endm ent would de­ 
stroy the whole force of the bill. 
Did the gentle­ 
man want to pay a million dollars more to erect 
levees where they were already in existence? 
BIr. B e n n e tt said the discussion showed th at 
there was a vast am ount of power to be given to 
this Commission. There was not a member on the 
floor who, if he understood the tru e inwardness of 
this thing, could support Section 11. 
Mr S w kktland said this work was of great im­ 
portance to the people, and he ho¡ied members 
would look at it m its proper light. 
The am end­ 
m ent, he thought, would do away with the intention 
of the bill. 
BIr. C h a n d l e r said he believed the leeves of those 
he represented were properly located. 
The j>cople 
were satisfied they were, and did not w ant them 
condemned. 
They wanted to take care of them as 
they thought fit, and for this reason the am endm ent 
should prevail. 
Mr. Tt l e r could not support the am endm ent, and 
hoped it would be voted down. 
Mr. L e v e e could not vote for the purchase of 
these old works, and hoped the am endm ent would 
be carried. 
Mr. C a k r, of Yuba, hoped the am endm ent would 
be p u t in to prevent this Commission from buying, 
any old levees, 
llia t was one of the provisions of 
his bill, and, although opposed to this one, he 
would like to see it incorporated in it. 
If the bill 
passed he wanted to protect the rights of the people 
at le St a little. 
We want to give the Commissioners 
power to connect with other levees, bu t we do not 
w ant them to buy an old levee at a high price, in­ 
stead of doing work th at is necessary. 
The people 
do not ask to have their old levees bought. 
Sacra­ 
m ento does not w ant the Commission to buy up her 
levee. 
If the Commission will go on and protect 
and strengthen them , th at is all th at is wanted. 
It 
is not right to condemn hundreds of thousands of 
dollars worth of other levees which are no dvan­ 
tage to a drainage sya em, but outrageous as a tax 
upon the people. 
We do not want this provision in, 
even if you do force upon us a bill which we do not 
w*ant. 
Mr. Bennett said there were miles of these old 
levees built fifteen or tw enty years ago th at had fal­ 
len away and were of no use, aud they wanted this 
Commission to purchase them . 
Mr. T yler held th at the striking ou t of the word 
“ condemn ” would even prevent tfce construction of 
reservoirs and impede the work. 
Mr. C a r r of Sacramento said, so far as he was in­ 
terested in this bill, he was interested in seeing it 
perfected, so far as it could be perfected. AH honor­ 
able men in the city of Sacramento or Marysville, 
who owned these levees, if they have confidence m 
this system, will be perfectly willing to allow the 
State to take possession of them and protect them. 
But there are other men who will be only too glad 
to sell them at a high price. 
People in Yuba, th at 
have expended thousands of dollars, will be perfectly 


willing to let us take them off their hardg w ithout 
paying a dollar. 
The am endm ent is to prevent the 
purchase of any of these levees, b u t there is nothing 
to prevent the Commissioners taking pos-rieáeion of 
them with the consent of those who own them. I do 
not want it possible for any men to levee a district 
and sell their old levees aud get paid for them by 
the State or district. 
BIr. S inon thought this was the key-note of the 
m atter and was in favor of th e am endm ent. 
A vote was taken on BIr. C arrs am endm ent, and 
it was adopted—ayes 43 noes 30. 
Mr. Carr offered an am endm ent to Section 11, 
line 9, striking out the word “ condem n " and in­ 
serting the words “ take possession of " 
On a division it was declared carried. 
M-. Cu.yd ler moved to strike out all after th e 
word “ d istricts” iu th at sentence of the section. 
Adopted- aves 41, noes 30. 
Mr Cooper moved to reconsidcr«f nd Mr. Carr of 
Yuba moved to indefinitely postpone the motion. 
The motion to indefinitely post pone was agreed to. 
Mr. N elson thought this action would kill the 
bill, and the enacting clause m ight as well be strick­ 
en out at once. 
Blr. Maybkll could see no reason why the am end­ 
ments should not prevail. 
Mr. Fox moved th at further consideration of the 
hill be p «tponed until to-m orrow m •ruing, and th a t 
it lie placed at the head of the sccuud-readiug file.

Blr. Bk'- 'ALLi. N 
o v e d to a m e n d by s a y in g “ 21 
y e a rs o f a g e o r o v e r.’ 
- 
Mr. Braukjiart—It is unnecessary; no woman is 
over 21 
The S peaker The point of order is well taken. 
Mr. Fox said the com m ittee had recommended 
I’ e rejection of the bill because of th at clause of the 
Constitution which in express term s says th at elec­ 
tors m ust be male citizens of the United States. 
The C onstitution iu express term.* makes it impossi­ 
ble for this bill to become a law. 
He was not sure 
but the com m ittee would have recommended the 
passage of this bill had it n t been for this clause in 
the Constitution. T h.y had sworn to support the 
Constitution, nr.d they had no power to do other­ 
wise. 
He did not propose to argue the m erits of the 
question, and would lea • e th a t to others. 
He had 
looked no further than this provision in the Consti­ 
tution. 
Blr. DuBrutz said it was with some degree of hcs- 
i v ion th at he set himself against the opinions of 
the Judiciary Committee ; but these gentlem en are 
not infallible, and he should try and sustain his po­ 
sition. 
The Constitution, he said, was nothing b u t 
a bill of rights to protect the m inority. This simply 
names those who shall have the franchise ; it does 
not say th at the Legislature may not extend those 
privileges to others not named in the Constitution. 
The Legislature cannot disfranchise those named in 
the Constitution, but may extend those privileges. 
If a woman can hold a school office, why should she 
not be allowed to vote to fill those offices. 
It is 
preposterous to say th at a woman may hold the 
office of Suy>erintendent, and yet say th at she may 
not vote to fill th at office. 
He claimed th at w«>meu 
have more to do w»th schooling the young than 
men, and ought to be allowed a voice in the choice 
of officers, aud the managem ent of the public 
schools. 
He was proud to cast one vote at least in 
favoi of the j3roj»osition. 
BIr. H arris said he regretted to have to differ 
with the last speaker in to to. 
He had a high re­ 
spect for woman. 
No man had a higher respect for 
her. 
If woman is suffering under disabilities, such 
suffering m ust appeal to the heart. 
He found th at 
woman has suffered under these disabilities as long 
as we can remember. 
But the system th at has ele- 
vdted American women above th e women of every 
other country he t ought a safe system to follow. 
The decrees of divinity cannot he overthrown by 
earthly laws. 
The eternal God saw proper to create 
male and female, and im planted certaiu instincts 
which speaks m language so plain th at it cannot he 
misunderstood. 
Woman is not com petent to dis­ 
ci arge the arduous duties which m ust devolve upon 
man In all the refined qualities of social life man m ust 
forever stand in tbe shade in comparison with woman. 
He claimed th a t to allows woman to mingle in poli­ 
tics would be to debase and degrade h er—would he 
to obliterate the great natural lines of dem arkation 
which nature has drawn. 
He traversed the entire 
question in a m ost thorough m anner, presenting his 
points one after the other c.early and forcibly. This 
is an experim ent th at may prove hazardous to all 
our social ins itutions. 
It is a hazardous thing to 
bring woman down from her high standing to th e 
level of man. 
He would never consent to it. 
He 
would never consent to bring woman fr< m h er ex­ 
alted social plane to enter the scram bling contests 
in the political arena. 
He argued at length the 
question from a legal and constitutional aspect, 
claiming th a t the Constitution was so plain th a t it 
could not be construed to m ean th at women may 
vote for anything. 
Mr. May sjioke in 
favor of the bill. 
The 
tim e has o rn e, he said, when 
there 
should 
be a broadening out of the exclusive privi­ 
leges of the few. 
Looking back over th e his­ 
tory of the world he found th at w hatever the 
field, some nob e woman has carried off the palm. 
In the professions, in all the walks of life she has 
reached the highest pinnacles. 
In the medical pro­ 
fession woman has already occupied the m st ex­ 
alted positions. 
He proposed to prove th at woman, 
by nature, is entitled to the right of suffrage. 
She 
has won it on every field in the world. Talk about 
the want of endurance. The gentlem an who uttered 
such a sentim ent forgets what woman suffers and 
endures through all her weary years. 
The woman 
th at bears the children and rears and nurtures them 
is notjfitted to have a voice in their education, say 
the opponents of this measure. 
It was bosh. 
It 
was argum ent too flimsy to be considered seriously. 
Mr. BIu lu o lla n d said this was the opportunity he 
had been w aiting for. 
When he was a boy, the 
women hugged him and kissed him , when he didn’t 
want them to, and they don’t do if now when he 
would like it. 
They used to stick pins in him , and 
feed him paragoric, «and he now had a ciiance to get 
even with them . 
This was his first opportunity to 
get even. 
A voice—Louder, louder. 
Mr. M u lu o lla n d— Ju st tu rn Yrour*car over this 
way, it is long enough to reach to me. [Great 
laughter.J How would it sound, for instance, to ad­ 
dress the “ girl with a turn-up nose from Tulare,” or 
th e “ thin-visaged woman from San Francisco.” 
It 
is said th at none but the worst women would vote. 
He thought not. 
The good women would go to the 
polls realizing the great responsibilities which rests 
upon them . 
Laying aside all m irth, he discussed 
the entire que&tion in favor of giving woman the 
ballot. 
BIr. Corc or a n Raid he had 
always taken great 
interest in the ladies. 
He was in favor of the 
bill, though not m favor of universal suffrage. 
If 
they are allowed to ro te on all questions, such 
gentlemen as Mr. Del Valle, and Mr. May, and BIr. 
Lane, would get all the offices, whi e he and his 
colleague, Mr. Blclutosb, would be left in the shade. 
iLaugUter 1 But he was in favor of allowing woman 
to have a voice in school m atters. 
Mr. L ank said he did not proinise to stay at hom e 
and make the fires and wash the dishes and do th e 
cooking, while his wife was out at a Democratic p ri­ 
mary. 
It would be found, he said, there are more 
divorces in those States where women are allowed to 
vote than in those where they stay at home and 
tend to their dutirs. 
BIr. M c I n tosh said woman’s influence over the 
m inds of the youth of the country is acknowledged 
all over the world. Then why, in the name of rea­ 
son, he asked, should she not be allowed to have a 
voice in the selection of those who are to in stru ct 
theiryoungm inds? In those nations where the women 
have the most rights there will be found the highest 
state of civilization. Go to a country where tke 
women have no privileges, and there will be found 
the opposite condition of things. 
BIr. York then took ihe floor in advocacy of his 
bill and the principles contained therein. 
In all 
well-regulated shows, he said, there m ust be a farce, 
and this was no exception. 
This was, he said, a 
subject of so much im|>ortance th a t the people far 
and wide are studying it carefully. 
There is great 
interest manifested all over the land 
While he 
had the highest regard for the Judiciary C om m ittee, 
he held th at they were m istaken. 
He read the 
Constitution differently. 
The com m ittee had de­ 
cided th at all the offices in the State were open to 
woman, and yet she is not entitled to vote for those 
officers. The Constitution leaves this m atter to the 
people, and ti e people have the power to grant 
thi9 right to woman. 
The organic law was good, it 
was broad and clear, and upon it citizens, male and 
female, 
may stand. 
He read 
from the defla­ 
tion of rights, which says, “ We, the people, 
do ordain,” etc. 
He contended th at this language 
m ust include th „• female as well as the male. Women 
are a part of the people. 
The Constitution never 
intended to shut ou t the best half of hum anity in 
the category of “ people.” The language was in 
tended to apply to all people. 
He himself was in 
favor of universal suffrage, hu t he was glad for even 
this small concession. 
Woman asks only the rights 
which are granted to all other citizens. 
She is not 
asking for any special or peculiar right, only for 
e pial rights. 
The ballot is the crowning glory of 
citizenship, and this is the pinnacle which woman 
aspires to. 
Men cannot feel as woman does in this 
regard. 
They have th at right. 
They have always 
had it, hu t let them once be disfranchised and they 
will learn how the disfranchised can long for citizen­ 
ship. 
When man arrived from barbar ism the first 
form 
of governm ent was a despotism. 
That, 
in 
turn, 
gave 
place 
to a governm ent 
by 
a 
class, 
a 
selected 
few 
of 
noble 
bloo«L • 
Then the royal family gave place to a republic, 
and so the m rch of civilization continued. 
Blit 
this is not a perfect republic because, although the 
slaves have been freed an I the ballot placed in their 
hands, there is one-half of the governed, and the 
better half, who have no voice in th at Government. 
No Government is complete unless there is a con­ 
sent on the part of those governed. 
A man w ithout 
the ballot is no power in the world. 
His influence 
is not felt. 
But give him a vote and he becomes & 
power m th e land. 
It is the ?ame with woman. 
Would no t men rebel if they were compelled to pay 
taxes w ithout any of the privileges of a free Govern­ 
m ent ? Taxation w ithout representation is tyranny, 
and woman is suffering under the tyrant’s heels to­ 
day. 
The speaker was listened to with attention 
throughout his argum ent. 
BIr. Fox spoke against the constitutionality of the 
biU. 
He would be in favor of the principle to a 
certain extent, b u t the Legislature is poweileaa in 
th e m atter. 
The place to have made the contest 
was in the Constitutional Convention. 
Mr. M cD a d e said BIr. Lane was the only black 
sheep on the extrem e left. 
He was in favor of pass­ 
ing the bill and allowing the ladies to beseige the 
Judges of the Supreme Court.

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EXPERIMENT ETATION. 


We believe the Germans are entitled to 
the credit of greater practical system in ad­ 
vancing agricultural knowledge than any 
other people. The French have been very 
■uccesnful as culturist?, and in turning their 
•Sorts in the cultivation of the soil to money 
account, but their success depended more 
npon the kind of products they cultivated 
than upon their ingenuity in the culture. 
Wine and Bilk have been fur the past half, 
and we luay say whole century, in a measure 
a monopoly, of which the French have held 
a large and profitable share. Unfortunately 
for France and her culturiats, these two in­ 
dustries are at present decidedly on the de­ 
cline in that country. The wine interests are 
suffering from the vigor and destructive pow­ 
ers of an insect that lives on the life-blood of 
the grape vines, while the silk interests are 
suffering from tte opposite cause, or the 
want of vigor in another insect that lives on 
the mulberi y. The phylloxera are too vig­ 
orous for the viliculturists, while the Scrica- 
ria mor¿are too feeble for the sericultures, 
and henea the prosperity of France suffers. 
The Germans, on the other hand, are in the 
midst of great agricultural prosperity, and 
for this prosperity Germany is indebted to a 
great extent to the direction given her agri­ 
culture by exper mental stations located in 
every part of the country. These agricult­ 
ural stations are not only practical schools 
to the young farmers, but as well to the old 
farmers, for the reason that they are con­ 
stantly bringing up and testing new cultures 
and improving old methods. They also are 
great economic institutions, inasmuch as they 
teat questions at small expense for the benefit 
ot all interested. The beet sugar industry, 
which is of such great benefit to German 
agriculture, well be said to have been origi­ 
nated or introduced into Germany by the ex­ 
perimental stations. W ith these stations in 
■o many localities, the farmers are kept con­ 
stantly informed as to what their soil is best 
adapted to produce, and individuals are not 
under the necessity of expensive risks in con­ 
ducting experiments on their own account. 
If these stations have done and are do­ 
ing 
so 
much for 
German agriculture, 
when 
the 
s til 
and 
climate 
of 
the 
whole country have so much sameness, what 
might they not do for California, where we 
have so much variation in soil and climate? 
The Agricultural Department of our State 
University is doing what it can to supply the 
wants of the farmers of the State in the way 
of tests of soil and experimental cultures, 
but it labors under the disadvantages of being 
located in a climate unlike that of any other 
section of the State, and of having a soil to 
deal with 
which 
requires 
a treatment 
needed in but few other localities. But few 
of the most valuable fruit3 to California can 
be made to tl*ive in the cold, chilly winds 
snterinp the Golden Gate and falling upon 
the grounds uf Berkeley, without protecti on 
from the open air. The same is true of mauy 
of the field crops which have proved the most 
profitable in mauy bections oi the State. La­ 
boring under these natural disadvantages, 
but little should be expected of this depart­ 
ment in the way of practical and really valua­ 
ble experiments in culture. Professor Hil- 
gard is fully alive to the difficulties arising 
from these causes, under which he labors, as 
will be seen from the following remarks in 
his annual report to the Board of .Regents. 
He says: 
In the matter of testing and introduction 
ot new cultures possibly adapted to some of 
the various climates of California, we labor 
under the disadvantage of a location in one 
of the extreme regions. However tempered 
by distance, and by the proximity of the 
mountains, the fogs and chilly winds entering 
the Golden Gate still render it impossible, e. 
g., to ripen the grape or tig at Berkeley, in 
the open ground, or to get a boll of cotton to 
open in season to be useful as a crop. For 
such cases as these our only plan is to raise 
the plants under shelter, as fur as possible, 
and then to distribute them for trial to iatel 
ligent persons in the several portions of the 
State where it may be presumed that their 
culture may ''e successful. Iu so doing we 
intend carefully to keep hands off anything 
that is already in the possession of seedsmen 
and nurseries, and upou the introduction of 
any new plant, to cease its distribution so 
soon as it may fairly be considered as having 
passed into the category of received varieties, 
unless it be fi r purposes oi verification of 
kinds. Our work is, in any case, so wide as 
to render it undesirable to go beyond the 
point when experiment ceases and commer­ 
cial culture begins. 
The facts so fully realized by the Professor 
and referred to in the above extract have led 
him earnestly to urge, from year to year, the 
importance of establishing definite exper­ 
iment stations in the several climatic regions 
of the State, all to co-operate with the Agri­ 
cultural Department of the University. 
Such 
stations 
cannot, in 
the 
nature 
of 
things, 
be 
made 
self - sustaining. 
All experience has shown that in a pecuniary 
point of consideration experimental faruiB 
are failures. Experimental farms al o lose 
half their possible value unless conducted in 
conjunction orco operati«n with experimental 
agricultural laboratories. 
The agricultural 
chemist and the practical farmer, in order to 
work to the best advantage, should be close 
together, and go hand in hand ; and in the 
possibility of doing this to the best advantage 


lies the great value of 
agricultural sta­ 
tions located in tli9 several climatic regions 
of a great State like California. While the 
National Congress shows a disposition to 
favor the execution of some plan for render­ 
ing greater assistance to the farmers of our 
State than can be done by or through the 
medium of the Agricultural Department at 
Washington, our State Legislature should 
also give the subject its consideration and 
timely aid. As the farmers would receive 
the greatest share of the direct benefits to 
result from the establishment of such sta­ 
tions, it is but natural that a move for the 
purpose should originate with them; and 
we are glad to give the State Grange the 
credit of having at its last session brought 
this subject to the attention of the public and 
our Representatives in Congress. We hope 
they w ill now follow it up until some practi­ 
cal result* shall ensue. 


THE CROPS AND THE WEATHER. 


We have just experienced one of the best sus­ 
tained northers we remember to hare passed 
through in this portion of the State for many 
a year. The wind not only blew heavily, 
but it blew almost constantly f»r a whole 
week. The cessation was but for a day. The 
«oil was not damp at the commencement of 
the wind, and it certainly was not wet at its 
•lose, but we are glad to be able to state that 
the wiud did not carry off with it as much 
moisture as we supposed it would. The dam­ 
age to the growing crops was not serious and 
not as great as it is generally believed to have 
been. The wind was luckily unusually cold, 
and was not of that drying, poisonous nature 
which frequently characterizes the north 
wind when the temperature is higher. The 
piercing coldness of the blasts was evidence 
ef dampness in the atmosphere through the 


whole week, and the absence of damage to 
the crops is also conclusive of the same fact. 
The slight shower following so closely upon 
the heels of the norther has repaired what 
injury was done and restored to the surface of 
the soil its former favorable condition. With 
the small amount of rainfall we have had the 
past winter the grouud is wet down well, 
and th re is to reason to despair of good 
crops yet. 


THE 
-SUGAR BEET.” 


We have received the first number of an 
illustrated quartet ly journal of the above 
name, published by Henry Carey Baird & 
Co., Philadelphia. 
As ita name indicates, 
it is devoted to the cultivation and utiliza­ 
tion of the sugar beet in the United States. 
The publishers, ir their announcement, say 
that it will be the province of the Suyar 
Beit: First—To impress the community with 
the great importance of at once establishing 
in our midst these useful and profitable in­ 
dustries, no longer an experiment in Europe, 
aad which, as the great Thiers said, “ twice 
saved France from ruin.” Second—To assist 
those North American farmers engaged in 
the culture of the sugar beet in obtaining the 
largest and best-paying yield and the best 
market, and to encourage others to under­ 
take the culture of this crop. Third—To 
discuss the processes and machinery used in 
the manufacture of sugar, alcohol and other 
beet-root products ; stock feeding front the 
beet direct, and from its pulp, etc. 
In 
another column of the paper the following 
reasons are given why the beet sugar indus­ 
tries have not been introduced into the 
United States: 
1. Information in the English language 
upon the subject has been wanting. 
2. On account of a prevailing prejudice 
that it is practically impossible, owing to its 
having been several times improperly at­ 
tempted, and in such cases proving a failure. 
3. Attempts at American cultivation have 
been made by those having but a limited 
knowledge of the subject. 
4. The seeds that have been used have not 
been of the best variety, and were not planted 
according to improved principles long since 
known in Europe. 
5. On account of an opposing and inter­ 
ested prevailing element represented by own­ 
ers of Southern sugar plantations. 
0. Unfounded fears of certain protection­ 
ists that the yearly Government tevenues 
would be diminished. 
7. U n d e rta k in g th e m a n u fa c tu re w ith o u t 
e x p e rt ad v ice a n d w ith in su fficien t c a p ita l. 
8. So mauy have waited for others to com­ 
mence. 
The specimen copy gives evidence that it 
will be a valuable paper to all who propose 
to engage in the culture of the sugar beet or 
the manufacture of sugar from the same, and 
we doubt not many of our farmers would 
find that it will give them valuable informa­ 
tion to assist in making farming more 
profitable by the introduction of a more di­ 
versified agriculture. 


PARK AND SAND LOT. 


A TRIP TO GOLDEN GATE PARE, SAN 
FRANCISCO. 


“ Kate Heatfc’s ” Visit to the Sand lo t and 
v/hat She Saw There—The Gray 
Ulster—Rational Charity. 


AGRICULTURAL 
SELECTION'S. 


F a c t s.—Within the last half dozen years 
new-fangled methods of settling milk and 
raising cream, new-fangled churns and patent 
but.ter-workers have been puffed to the skies, 
and people in general begin to think that but­ 
ter made in the old-fashioned way was hardly 
fit to eat. But the butter that carried oif the 
highest honors at the Massachusetts State 
Butter Show this winter was made in the 
old-fashioned way. The milk was set in shal­ 
low pans, and stood from 24 to 36 hours. 
The cream was kept in stone jars and well 
mixed every time a fresh lot was added. It 
«as churaed at a temperature of 60 degrees. 
When the buttermilk separated from the 
butter it was drawn off and the butter washed 
until the water ran clear; then salted— 
three-fourths of an ounce of salt to each pound 
of butter; stood for 24 hours, then washed 
and [lacked. This butter was the product of 
one thoroughbred anil two high grade Jersey 
cows. They were fed two quarts each of corn 
meal and wheat bran, and one of roots per day 
to each cow, with all the early cut hay they 
would eat. The butter was judged by experts 
—men who were experienced in handling, 
tasting and grading all kinds of butter. 
Considerable “ nosing” around among the 
butter makers of Franklin county—a county 
which has the reputation of producing the 
best butter in the State of Massachusetts— 
reveals the fact that the majority of the best 
buttermakers stick to the old-fashioned ways. 
They use shallow tin pans, the old dash 
churn, and most of -hem work the butter by 
hand. The best butter seems to be made 
from Jerseys and Jersey grades. The but­ 
ter that was packed in bulk in maple boxes 
was better than the roll and “ fancy prints.” 
Now let the advocates of the “ Cooley 
method,” the “ Hardin method,” and a dozen 
other “ methods,” and the people' who think 
that butter worked by hand is everlastingly 
ruined, look to their laurels. 
It is quite 
likely that our mothers and grandmothers 
did know something about butter making 
after all.—[“ F.” in the Prairie Faijner. 


T e st s 
a t C o r n e l l. — Professor Roberts 
recently gave an account of some tests made 
at Cornell University farm in the feeding and 
management of cows. The results showed 
that there was an increase of 21 per cent, in 
the product of the cows by supplying pure 
air, warm stables, a watm covered yard, pure 
water 10 degrees above freezing, and pre­ 
pared food—cut fodder mixed with meal. 
The record of five cows, as the result of these 
experiments, was as follows : No. 1 weighed 
1,086 pounds, calved January 17th, and gave 
8,0554 pounds ; times her weight, 7.40. No. 2 
weighed 1.019 (>ounds, calved December 29th, 
and gave 6.2014 pounds; times her weight, 
6.08. No. 3 weighed 1,118 pounds, calved 
January 30th. and gave 8,631 pounds ; times 
her weicht, 7.72. No. 4 weighed 800 pounds, 
calved March 11th, and gave 7,237 pounds ; 
times her weight, 8 04. No. 5, 2i years, Hol­ 
stein, weighed 1,050 pounds, calved March 
8th, and gave 5,410 pounds. 
Two and a 
quarter cents per pound on an average was 
received for milk, and it cost a quarter cent 
per pound to deliver it. The receipts net 
from these cows were as follows: No. 1, 
flOl 11 ; No. 2, $124 03 ; No. 3, $172 62; 
No. 4, §144 72; No. 5, $108 20. 


H e d g e S e e d .—Hedge seed should be 
sown in the spring, in ground previously pre­ 
pared by deep fall plowing, followed by har­ 
rowing in the spring. The seed should be 
soaked seven or eight days before planting. 
When it begins to burst open, and the germ 
appears, it is ready to plant. This is for 
rows in nursery, and it is preferable to plant 
in this way than in the place where the 
hedge is to stand. Mark off rows two feet 
wide and drou by hand the seed from two to 
three inches apart. Cultivate during the 
season to keep down weeds, and the ground 
loose and friable. Take them up in the fall, 
heel them in deeply and mulch with straw 
two feet deep. Set out iu the spring, pre­ 
paring the ground by throwing two furrows 
apart and then plowine down deeply in the 
center. Then set the pjants ten or twelve 
inches ap art; cultivate well, keeping the 
plants clear of weeds; stop cultivating at 
midsummer. This course is followed three 
years. The fourth year the plant is cut off 
just above the ground.

BUSINESS, 
SPECULATION AND 
PLEiS- 
UEE EAMPANT 
IN NEW YORK. 


The MlciDg Kania in tie City—Felix 
Adler on the Bible In the School 
—Beecher and Gough. 


N k w Y o k k , March 11, 1SS0. 
The spring trade opens with a degree of 
activity and promise which has not marked 
it for years. 
The city is full of country 
merchants ; the business quarter looks 
like a human beehive ; the hotels, big and 
little, are so overflowing with patrons that 
the last resource for accommodation—cots 
—which have not been needed since 1S72, 
are in brisk demand, aud parlors and read­ 
ing-rooms are once more extemporized as 
dormitories. 
The flush times that were, 
according to popular report, never to re­ 
turn to the republic, seem to have come 
again. 
Everj body is buoyant with hope, 
enterprise and ambitior ; everybody is 
talking of making money ; everybody has 
some pet plan by which hundreds are to be 
converted into thousands. 
Trade, manu­ 
factures, mining, speculation of every sort, 
are very bri.sk, and the future looks 
brighter than it has done at any time since 
the foundation of the Government. 
I 
heard a capitalist say yesterday: 
“ The 
men who do not get rich in the next five 
years will remain poor all their lives. 
There has never been any w here such op­ 
portunities as there are and will be here. 


ENORMOUS 
FORTUNES 
Will be made. 
People ■who buy anything 
that has any substance and hold it, will be 
sure of handsome gains. 
The advance in 
the material wealth of the nation between 
this and the beginning of 18S6 will be 
enormous—beyond onr most sanguine ex­ 
pectations. 
We are on the eve of a com­ 
mercial development we have neverdreamed 
of.” This sounds extravagant, but all in­ 
dications are of a new era of extraordi­ 
nary, perhaps unexampled prosperity. 
It 
is natural that the metropolis should first 
feel the swell of the rising tide. 
This is 
the counting-house of the continent, and 
observation shows that the great stir 
among the thousands and tens of thou­ 
sands of clerks, accountants and salesmen, 
aud their note of preparation are full of 
significance. 
I do not know when I have 
seen the town more bustling. 
South, 
Water, Beaver, West and Pearl streets are 
packed with bales, boxi s, cases; Broadw ay 
is thronged ; the shipping is lively; all the 
public houses are humming with arrivals 
and departures ; Wall street and the Stock 
Exchange are vibrant with excitement; 
the opera, the theaters, all places of 
amusement, indeed, are filled night after 
night; the carnival of trade and pleasure 
is rife from Hanover Square to Carmans- 
ville. 
You could not find a busier, more 
thriving city on the globe than New York 
is in the early March of 1880. 


THE MINING MADNESS EAST. 
In no kind of enterprise is there more 
movement and stimulant than in mining 
stocks, about which the whole town is 
talking, and in which half the town ap­ 
pears to be speculating. 
The metropolis 
is, you know% greatly interested in mines, 
having been a very large purchaser of late 
of various mines in California, Nevada, 
Colorado, Arizona and New Mexico. 
New 
York reminds me just now of San Francisco 
in one of its speculative fevers. 
High and 
low, educated and ignorant, rich and poor 
are dabbling in mines. Montgomery street 
seems to have beeu moved into Wall street. 
Californians are plenty here, and many 
have come to stay. There has always beeu 
a fascination about mines which no other 
form of speculation possesses. 
The profits 
are so large, when there are any, that they 
appeal to the universal spirit of gain. You 
can hear groups of men up town and down 
town talking of Chrysolite, Sierra Nevada, 
Little Pittsburg, Silver Hill, Union Con­ 
solidated and scores of other shares. 
The 
Fifth Avenue and Windsor Hotels appear 
in the evening like well-dressed mining 
camps. 
Driving in the Park or walking iu 
the street your ears are greeted with 
such phrases as “ struck it rich,” “ sev­ 
enty-five per cent. pure metal,” “ millions 
in sight,” “ fifty per cent, advance in four 
hours,” “ half the claim sold for three mill­ 
ions, ” “surface indications splendid, ” ‘ ‘cle.in 
ore,” “ nothing 'ike it in Colorado,” “ big 
bonanza, sure,” and the like. 
Several 
brokers tell me that they receive by every 
mail checks from §5,000 to ?100, from all 
sorts of persons, including young and old 
women, requesting them to buy some good 
mining stock. 
Hundreds of persons whose 
entire means are embraced in a few hun­ 
dred dollars are bitten with the tarantala 
of speculation, and «’ill not be quiet until 
they have lost every cent they can com­ 
mand. 
Some of our staidest, richest, 
hardest-headed men here have become 
affected, aud are advising all their friends 
and acquaintances to “ go in ” with every 
dollar they can raise. 
This is sure to do a 
deal of harm here, as it has done in San 
Francisco, not so much ainoug the prosper­ 
ous, who can afford to lose, but among 
people of slender means aud small savings. 
It cannot hurt the city, of course, but it 
can aud will hurt any number of indi­ 
viduals who have had their heads turned, 
and who will have their purses turned, too 
—turned inside out by the new mining 
mania. 
We have fairly caught the fever, 
and it is doubtful if it does not become in­ 
corporated with the endemic diseases of 
the city and the section. 


THE TIMIDITY OP NOTED ORATORS. 
Henry Ward Beecher, who is certainly 
courageous enough in expressing his opin­ 
ions on theological themes, and who is con­ 
tinually disturbing extreme orthodoxists 
by his very liberal views, is said by those 
intimate w ith him to be very timid about 
public speaking before he has begun. Not­ 
withstanding his forty years and more of 
facing large congregations and assemblies, 
he never appears in the pulj.it or on the 
platform, it is asserted, without great 
trepidation aud distrust of himself. 
He 
cannot help feeling, absurd as it seems, 
that this time he will certainly fail. 
But 
when he has once opened his mouth, es­ 
pecially w’hen he is a little crammed up, 
he is perfectly confident; he feels that he 
is master of himself and his situation. He 
wonders then how he could have been so 
nervous and ditlident, and is persuaded 
that he shall never be so again. 
But the 
very next time the same dread and doubt 
seize upon him. 
They are absolutely un­ 
controllable. 
He has tried to 
banish 
them in vain ever since he challenged the 
big boy, when he was only 11 years old, to 
a debate on the authenticity of the Bible. 
John B. Gough, one of the most sponta­ 
neous and flueut of men, who has lectured 
nearly 2,500 times, has the same apprehen­ 
sion invariably before confronting an audi­ 
ence. 
He is convinced each time that he 
will surely break down ; that there can be 
no other result, and he has sometimes re­ 
quired the most vehement encouragement 
from his friends to give him hope and faith 
enough to go upon the rostrum. After the 
first few seconds he is at perfect ease ; his 
own voice inspires him with perfect con­ 
fidence. 
Nor is Beecher or Gough singular 
in this. The timidity that they experience 
is common to man} men noted as pnblic 
speakers, and no amount of performance, 
success or exercise of will can banish or 
even regulate it. 
It is, indeed, part of the 
oratorical temperament. Actors, as well as 
orators, who have been all their lives be­ 
fore the public, frequently shrink from 
each new appearance, as if it were their 
virgin effort. 
Men who are calm and self- 
reliant when they are about to address an 
assembly, as many are, seldom possess the 
true oratorical gift. They may speak w ell; 
they may be interesting, but they rarely 
move or thrill anybody ; they produce no 
grand effects. 
It is a very favorable sign 
when a man shrinks again and again from 


the idea of public speaking. 
If he does 
not shrink, at least in the beginning, he is 
not likely to have genius, though he may 
have talent. 
Oratorical distrust and ora­ 
torical achievement are apt to be closely 
associated. 


THE BIBLE IN THB SCHOOLS. 
Professor Felix Adler referred, in a late 
discourse on “ Religion in our Public 
Schools,” to the gross injustice to Jews 
and Roman Catholics of reading there the 
King James or Protestant version of the 
Bible, now admitted by the highest evan­ 
gelical authorities to be so defective that a 
new translation from the Hebrew has beeu 
ordered, and is at present in progress. 
He 
added that much credit had beeu taken by 
the school directors because the Bible was 
read to the pupils without any comment; 
but that tho Bible is simply and necessarily 
unintelligible to young persons, unless fully 
explained, owing to the extreme concise­ 
ness of the Eastern compared with the 
Western languages. 
He did not think the 
Bible fit to be read in its entirety to the 
young, and it seemed to him monstrous 
that auy teacher should be privileged to 
read any part of it to his pupils. 
While he 
would yield to nobody in his admiration for 
the book, he held that its reading was 
wholly out of place in secular education. 
If it were removed from the public schools 
it would deprive the Roman Catholics of 
their present grievance, aud prevent them 
from securing, as they were so anxious to 
do, a division of the school fund that their 
children might be educited separately. 
He admitted that he feared the Jesuits and 
their machinations ; that he felt confident 
that they hoped to control the public 
schools ultimately, and were bending every 
energy to that eud. 
A German Cabinet 
Minister had told him, four years ago. that 
it was in his personal knowledge that the 
Jesuits designed to continue in the United 
States the struggle to influence public opin­ 
ion through the rising generation in the 
schools, which they had been obliged to 
relinquish in Europe ; and the speaker had 
no doubt of its absolute truth. 
The Jesu­ 
its were dangerous on account of their in­ 
directness, their cunning, their duplicity 
and their tireless perseverance in executing 
auj’ an# all of their purposes. 
They were 
to-day the most formidable foes of the young 
Republic. The Professor concluded by an­ 
nouncing that a movement was on foot here 
and in New England for the organization 
of a Free Religious Society, which was to 
be extended throughout the land, which 
was to counteract superstition, to inculcate 
morality in place of dogma, and develop 
the best and truest that was in humanity. 
He most earnestly favored the movement, 
and would do whatever he could to further 
it, for he believed that its general adoption 
would be for the highest and worthiest in­ 
terests of the community at large, and 
would instruct the people as to their- ethi­ 
cal needs and their duties to themselves 
and their fellows. 


VARIETIES. 
The story about Win. Henry Hurlbut’s 
intent to retire from ,the editorship of the 
World on account of his great good for­ 
tune in recent stock speculations appears 
to be without foundation. 
Even if Hurl- 
but had made a deal of money he would 
not be likely to keep it. 
His reputation is 
that of a man without any knowledge of 
or care for business. 
His financial wisdom 
is presumed to be akin to the financial 
knowledge of Harold Skimpole. 
What 
sort of man is Hurlbut ? Well, he is—a 
man of the World. 
A number of improvements which Cen­ 
tral Park sorely needed have, I hear, been 
made this winter, the mild season being 
very favorable thereto, and will show to 
advantage so soon as the spring fairly 
opens. 
Each year the park surprises visit­ 
ors with new beauties. 
A new and important association, called 
the Society for Organizing Charity, which 
has been in operation for two years in 
Philadelphia, is, I am told, to be estab­ 
lished here. 
Its chief aim is to help the 
needy to help themselves, instead of mere­ 
ly distributing alms, anil 
so 
making 
paupers of those who might be lifted into 
valuable members of the community. 
It 
is much needed here, and would be, I am 
persuaded, of inestimable value. 
While the press has lent many of its 
members to the stage, the stage has lent 
very few of its profession to the press. 
Oue exception is to be found in the case of 
a son of Barton Hill, the California favorite, 
the young man having become city editor 
of the Herald. 
Lent has not seriously interfered with 
our social season, and as soon as it has 
ended we are threatened with a new and 
most copious outburst of gaiety. 
The con­ 
nubial contagion is still spreading, and 
nearly all the attacks prove virulent. 
Rev. Robert Collyer, pastor of the Church 
of the Messiah, has grown to be as popular 
in society as he is in the pulpit. 
He is 
prominent on a great many festal occa­ 
sions, and as a post-prandial orator is 
invariably happy. 
He seems to be re­ 
signed to his surrender of Chicago. 
The Union League Club’s list of mem­ 
bership, recently increased by 200, is now 
reported to be full, and no further increase 
is contemplated. 
The new Club-house in 
Fifth avenue has greatly stimulated ac­ 
cessions.

“ Daniel Rochat,” Sardou’s play now 
being performed at the Theatre Francais, 
according to the opinion of the litterateurs 
of Paris, has proved a complete failure. It 
now depends on the public to see it through 
a certain number of representations, so as 
not to force Sardou to make his exit by the 
back door. Victorien Sardou lias soared 
too high for tbe strength of his wings, and 
it is not astonishing that he should sud­ 
denly find himself ou tbe ground. A stage 
mechanic, understanding the secret of 
doors, and the various effects of opening 
and closing them, a sort of theatrical ex­ 
pert, has wished to t-aeh principles of high 
morality to Parisians. He has desired to 
be more philosophical than the philosophers 
themselves ; out now here is charlatanism 
destined to as early death as in France, 
where a man who pretends to be something 
is that one thing and nothing else, w here 
he is possessor of the ground be has 
conquered and fully able to defend his 
property. Victorien Sardou has therefore 
made ttie philosophers smile and discon­ 
tented the public, without satisfying alto­ 
gether the religious Catholics under whose 
banner he lias ranged his battery. In or­ 
der to comprehend the plot of this piece 
one must understand the 
RELIGIOUS SITUATION OF FRANCE. 
Since there is an established and intol­ 
erant religion, the reformers left in France 
since the massacre of St. Barthelemy are 
very limited in number, and their efforts at 
prosclytism are very feeble, if ever male. 
The established religion has it all, there­ 
fore, its own way, and finding no opposi­ 
tion, no restraint on its fantasies, it has 
succeeded in weaning a number from its 
holy precepts. Tnere exists, therefore, but 
two denominations—the Catholics and the 
frte-thinkers. The distinction, however, 
is unjust, for a free-thinker, to religious 
Catholics, is synonymous of atheist. The 
free-thinkers are, for the most part, fath­ 
ers of families, literary and scientific mem­ 
bers of society, and although they are de­ 
termined to think freely on the subject of 
religion, it does not signify that they are 
irreligious. Far from it, for all that re­ 
ligion contains of simplicity, charity and 
humanity belongs to them as well, 
even though they refuse to conform 
to the ceremonies of the established 
church. Sardou has wished to prove the 
inconvenience of being a free-thinker, and 
holding Daniel Rochat above the Parisians’ 
heads in a threatening manner, he calls 
o u t: “ You see what you get by it !” In 
order to render the argument more forcible 
and give an appearance of impartiality to 
his own views, the author has chosen an 
American lady as the heroine of the play. 
It is well known that the English and 
Americans are tolerant so far as to permit 
each one to seek that religion he may pre­ 
fer, but they do not admit that one may be 
without any religion whatever. Sardou, 
as usual, has not profounded the subjeet 
and learned that in those countries the lib­ 
erty of religious belief has permitted each 
to seek that consistent with the progre-siou 
of his intelligence or modification of his 
views, while keeping in mind the important 
fact that religion is one of the strongest 
cards which holds pqaiety together. 
In 
France but one religion is known, and 
those who are displeased with it naturally 
denounce all others. 
Daniel Rochat is 
a young French orator of great talent and 
of wide spread reputation. He spends his 
vacation (for he is a Deputy) on the banks 
of the lake of Geneva in company with two 
charming American ladies. He is expected 
at Ferney, where they are to celebrate the 
hundredth anniversary of the death of Vol­ 
taire, and where Daniel is to speak. He 
arrives 
IN THE MIDST OP THE CEREMONY 
And profits by a momentary respite to 
recount his adventure during his voyage to 
his two friends, Dr. Bidache, a free­ 
thinker, and Mr. Fargis, a philosopher, 
tolerant towards all religions. The two 
American ladies are two young sisters, 
Miss Lea and Miss Esther Henderson. 
Daniel falls in love with the elder, but he 
did not make himself known by his real 
name for fear of frightening her. It is 
only when on the tribune where Daniel 
appears as the speaker of the day that 
Lea recogniz :s him as her traveling compan­ 
ion. It is here the question is posed on 
which rolls and is constructed the entire 
piece. If that adorable young girl whom 
he loves to distraction should not share his 
ideas. After his lecture on Voltaire, which 
must have served him as a sufficiently can­ 
did expression of faith, when Lea, in 
the most passionate terms comes to 
express to him her admiration and 
enthusiasm, 
be 
gives 
expression 
to a great cry of joy. “ What happiness ! 
Thus my opinions are yours.” “ Oh, how 
could you doubt it ? Am I not an Ameri­ 
can girl, raised in the love of the Republic 
and of liberty ?” Lea’s aunt is even more 
confirmative. “ Ah, sir, we have a horror of 
all superstition and despise all vain cere­ 
monies.” Therefore Daniel is reassured. 
Who would not be ? But, no; superstition 
in this case meant Catholicism ; the “ vain 
ceremonies ” signified mass. The simple 
girl pleased to think that the free-thinker, 
whose ideas were, however, widely spread 
in twenty speeches throughout Europe, 
did not turn away from the Catholic 
Church, but to rush into the Protestant 
Church, and rejected St. Peter only to 
adore Calvin. However, intoxicated by his 
glory and eloquence, she promises him her 
hand on the spot. Two days after the mar­ 
riage takes place before the civil authorities. 
The ceremony once accomplished, the pas­ 
tor enters. Daniel’s stupefaction. W hat 
is he going to do there? Why, marry us ; 
the civil marriage is but a formality ; the 
religious marriage is the indissoluble link. 
The struggle then takes place on this 
ground. Will Daniel go to the church ? 
Will Lea not go? There is the sole situa­ 
tion—there is 
THE WHOLE PLAY, 
In which the same scene is constantly re­ 
peated, in which each one gives his argu­ 
ments for and against with a distressing 
monotony. Mr. Sardou could not under­ 
stand that the subject hedged him in a 
narrow path. Either the young couple 
love each other or do not love each other ; 
if they love, it will either be the inan who 
will yield and be carried away by his pas­ 
sion, or it will be the woman. But the 
moment the hero and heroine pass their 
time in theological discussions, they cannot 
really love each other, and therefore cease 
to be interesting. 
I vea Henderson has 
recourse to divorce, and Sardou’s moral 
may be “ Free-thinkers push the people to 
divorce,” a state inconsistent with the doc­ 
trines of the Church, and the be3t thing to 
he done is to rest within the bosom of the 
Church, without wishing to dispute her 
authority. At the first representation the 
play was hissed during a portion of the 
performance, as also the second night ; 
bnt the public becomes more and more in­ 
dulgent, and those who can swallow the 
play for the sake of 
the actors 
and actresses may aid it in dying a 
respectable death. 
Sardón, it must 
be acknowledged, 
has made some 
progress in modern history, and learned a 
little more of the customs of other conn- 
tries. It can never be forgotten that he 
has presented American girls on the 
French stage as creatures without senti­ 
ment or modesty, being constantly kissed 
by men and rocked in their arms, and 
when once married rushing toward divorce 
for the permission to exchange their hus­ 
bands as soon as possible. By transplant­ 
ing an American girl from her native soil, 
where she enjoys the liberty she loves, to 
a European country, whose surroundings 


are no longer in harmony with her educa­ 
tion, he ha3 thought to perform a clever 
feat; and although it was merely for the 
purpose of exercising his esprit and ex­ 
pressing his contempt of liberal institu­ 
tions, be nevertheless has done much 
HARM TO AMERICAN WOMEN 
In the minds of the French ignorant of the 
truth. Until the present everything that 
was fantastic and strange in the shape of a 
woman was invariably ticketed—American. 
In the 
“ Etrangere” of Alexander 
Dumas fils the heroine, an unnatural, ex­ 
traordinary creature, is also an Ameri­ 
can, 
although the type could not 
create as much astonishment anywhere 
as in America. Sardou did not neglect to 
ridicule what are called Woman’s Rights 
women, and endeavor, by either ignorance 
or a carelessness of the truth, to put his 
compatriots on their guard against the cus­ 
toms of a free country. The character of 
Lea Henderson, aside from her fancy for 
theological discussions, is charming, all 
that one may desire in a woman, and this 
shows either a refutation of Sardou’s pre­ 
conceived idea of American women or the 
acknowledgment of the progress he has 
m ule on the road to facts. It has pleased 
the French, perhaps more than other na­ 
tions, to picture the American women as 
creatures capable of the most extraordinary 
and fantastic conduct. 
The moment a 
woman is free what surprising things will 
she not do ! They do not seein to compre­ 
hend that liberty does not mean disorder, 
and that the strength acquired by women 
of America through the free exercise of 
their oivn powers makes them more capa­ 
ble of steering in a straight cotirse. Every 
circus rider, the subduer of wild animals, 
the velocipedist, etc., if a W’ou.ao, hails 
from America. No French woman, how­ 
ever proficient in any of these professions, 
could count on any success whatever did 
she not change her name to that having an 
Anglo-Saxon sound, and announce herself 
as arriving fresh from American shores. 
Many French persons are therefore some­ 
what astonished to learn that American 
women are quiet and modest, live with 
their husbands to the eud of their lives, 
and raise their children pretty much as the 
rest of the civilized world, iustead of 
spending their time hanging by one foot 
from a trapeze, driving four-in-hand along 
the streets, or promenading on velocipedes. 
Each year there is an 
EXPOSITION OF PAINTINGS 
At the rooms of the famous club of the 
“ Miriltous.” A majority of the most 
famous artists of Paris are members of this 
club, and it has been customary for them 
each year to expose those works ordered 
aud finished in that time which may not be 
destined for the salon. Although at the 
salon a gieat number of the pictures may 
have been sold beforehand, the majority 
are* for sale, whereas at this exposition 
there is nothing for sale, aud as the name 
of the owner is given with the subject and 
name of the artist, a greater interest 
even is manifested among the numerous 
aristocratic visitors. A certain number of 
cards are issued by the club to each of the 
members, who loan them around to their 
frietlds. At no artistic exhibition is the 
crowd as choice and as aristocratic as here. 
All along the sidewalks of the Place Ven­ 
dóme may be seen elegant carriages with 
ensigns armorial incrusted in gold on the 
doors and the harness, and gayly dressed 
footmen in their gilt and lace awaiting im­ 
patiently the arrival of their masters. Not 
only known artists but many members of 
the club who are merely amateurs, with 
pretentions more or less merited, expose as 
well oil these occasions, and if there are 
ofteu vary indifferent works, the fine ones 
have all the better advantage by tbe con­ 
trast. This year I remarked two very fine 
portraits by Bonnat, one that of a portly 
and apoplectic-looking gentleman, which 
displayed the vigorous hand of the artist; 
the otuer was a portrait of two children 
with flaxen hair ; but it must be said th; t 
Bonnat does not succeed so well with blondes 
nor wherein a delicate touch is required. 
Here were also two portraits by Carolus 
Duran, one, that of a lady with a very 
pleasing and finely painted face, but her 
white satin dress, at whatever distance you 
might stand from it, invariably appeared 
white-washed with a very heavy brush 
which had consented to move but twice 
up and down the canvass. One of the 
hands was almost black for the want of a 
little more white paint. 
But Carolus 
Duran will not finish his pictures, aud de­ 
lights in defying both the public and critics 
by his obstinacy. 
The other portrait, by 
the same author, is that of his little girl. 
That is charming and more finished, for he 
certainly loves his children and does not 
quit them so suddenly as he does others. 
He has a large family, and as each child 
reaches a certain age lie paints its portrait 
and exposes it, so that the public are quite 
familiar with his little family. 
HIS CHILDREN ARE ADORABLE 
And are always most beautifully painted. 
There is a very fine picture by Detaille, 
which is probably the most remarkable of 
the exposition. 
The subject is Traite 
parlementaire anx avant-postes. The scene 
varies little from the rest of his, as it is 
always soldiers, soldiers. Several soldiers 
are in the foreground, with their 
backs turned to the public, for they are 
engaged in looking at the enemy’s officer, 
who has descended from his horse and is 
having his eyes unbandaged. Near by are 
the two horses, on one of which sits the 
guide holding the flag of truce, the other 
patiently waiting its rider. In the back­ 
ground is the army drawn up, whose 
number is so great that they mingle in 
the distance with the dull gray clouds. 
The clouds above are broken, and tbe 
struggling sunbeams fall on the center 
figures, enveloping them with a soft mellow 
light. Like the pictures of his famous 
master, Messonier, Detaille has carefully 
painted all the details, and they always 
appear miniature soldiers about to march 
away. There was a very fine picture by 
De Neuville, who paints the same genre 
as Detaille, but who has infinitely more 
talent, according 
to the opinion 
of 
artists and connoisseurs. 
This pic­ 
ture is small and represents an officer 
on horseback, followed in the distance 
by a soldier. The face is quite character­ 
istic, and leads one to suppose that it is a 
portrait. There are two fine portraits 
by Emile Levy. A fine Spanish scene 
of pretty señoritas by J. Clairin, a young 
artist who first attracted attention some 
three or four years ago by a very fine por­ 
trait of the actress Sarah Bernhardt, 
which was exposed at the salon, and 
which brought him honorable mention. 
He it was illustrated the absurd book 
she wrote, entitled HUloire if une Chaise 
—the history of a chair. 
We noticed two 
beautiful statuettes by Gustave Dore, 
which certainly gave us more pleasure than 
could one of his paintings.

T H E 
EASTERN 
INDEPENDENT 
MOVE­ 
MENT. 


The Independent political movement in 
the East was, as is well known, begun 
some years ago as a protest against the 
evils of “ machine ” management. 
For 
some time it was confined to the kind of 
abortive opposition which consists in ef­ 
forts to secure representation in packed 
conventions, and through machinery which 
has been carefully doctored for the express 
purpose of preventing all freedom of judg­ 
ment. 
As the Independents were always 
defeated in these experiments, and as after 
venting their disgust they always ended 
by falling into line and voting the “ regu- 
“ lar ” ticket, it may be imagined that the 
“ w orkers’’ did not care greatly for their 
remonstrances. 
In fact they might have 
gone on forever vainly protesting and as 
uselessly struggling to get a hearing, and 
they would have done nothing towards se­ 
curing reform. 
But this year, enlight­ 
ened by the experience of the so-called 
“ Young Scratchers” in the New York 
election 
last fall, 
they are 
pursuing 
different 
tactics. 
Instead of 
attem pt­ 
ing 
to 
secure 
control 
of 
the 
party machinery through avenues which 
are notoriously closed against them, they 
are taking steps to declare in advance of 
the State Conventions w hat candidates they 
will not support. 
They are doing this in 
New York, Massachusetts and Pennsylva­ 
nia already, and the movement shows in­ 
dications of spreading. 
I t was made evi­ 
dent in New York last year th at the Inde­ 
pendent element is not to be ignored with 
impunity, and politicians are forced to 
recognize it 
henceforth 
as 
a distinct 
factor in the game. 
In declaring before­ 
hand th at they will not vote for certain 
candidates they give the politicians warn­ 
ing that if they persist in nominating these 
candidates they m ust do so w ith a full 
knowledge th at the entire Independent vote, 
whatever it may be, will be cast against 
them. 
Evidently this is an im portant 
change of policy. 
It is a declaration 
th a t the machine managers can no longer 
count upon the ultim ate submission of the 
Independent voter to the regular nomina­ 
tions. 
They come forward and pledge 
themselves in advance not to vote for 
particular candidates. 
The vote they rep­ 
resent must, therefore, be subtracted from 
the possible vote obtainable for the candi­ 
dates they have proscribed, and it is evi­ 
dent th at in some States the effect of this 
may be to make the nomination of the ob­ 
noxious candidates too dangerous to be 
attempted. 
The movement at present is 
directed mainly against the nomination of 
G rant, and the extent of the feeling on this 
subject appears to be very great, so th at 
the Independent vote of 18S0 is certain to 
be much heavier than ever before. 
It is 
plain th at if this method of encountering 
packed conventions becomes general it will 
in no long time destroy the power of the 
machine, 


In the interpretation of the last judicial 
advance tow ards governmental centraliza­ 
tion, the public judgm ent is warped by 
partisan prejudice, and Republicans are 
led to believe th at they have witnessed a 
freih trium ph for the principles of thc-ir 
party, when in reality they are unw ittingly 
consenting to the removal of all those 
checks to centralization which afford the 
strongest guarantees of popular liberty. 
The decision of the U nited States Supreme 
Court, in the m atter of J. D. Coles and 
the Commonwealth of V irginia, petition­ 
ers for the w rit of habeas corpus, marks 
a decided forward step iu th at modern 
policy of governmental 
metamorphosis 
which is gradually withdrawing from and 
denying to the States those elements of 
independent sovereignty and local self­ 
government never surrendered by them 
to the Federal Government. 
So insidi­ 
ously is this transformation proceeding 
that it promises to have extended beyond 
the possibility of cheek or retracem ent be­ 
fore the nation has clearly realized w hat it 
is that is being done. 
Twenty years ago 
the perception of the reserved rights of 
the States was so much keener than now 
th at such a decision as this would certainly 
have 
created 
a 
profound 
sensation, 
and as certainly 
have 
provoked the 
most energetic 
and 
earnest censure, 
whereas to-day 
it 
passes 
with 
no 
more notice than consists in the customary 
indorsement held indispensable by every 
party serf when a doctrine supposed to be 
partisan in its character is promulgated. 
In fact the concernment here is not parti­ 
san, but national. 
Because the Common­ 
wealth of Virginia is a party to the pro­ 
ceeding, and the political rights of negroes 
are in question, it has been hastily con­ 
cluded th at the whole m atter was one of 
reconstruction, and th at inasmuch as the 
Court had ruled against the State, another 
defeat for the “ Secessionists ” was to be 
scored. 
I t is necessary to point out that 
though in tru th reconstruction is here 
dealt with, it 
is not alone the techni­ 
cal 
reconstruction 
of 
the 
Southern 
States, but the 
absolute reconstruction 
of the Union between the States, th at is 
now in course of being arranged. 
In the 
case under consideration a Judge of a 
County Court in Virginia was indicted in 
the U nited States D istrict Court of the 
W estern D istrict of Virginia for having ex­ 
cluded and failed to select as grand and 
petit jurors citizens of th at county, on ac­ 
count of race, color and previous condition 
of servitude. 
The rule there prevailing is 
th at the County Judge shall annually pre­ 
pare a list of persons for jury duty, being 
compelled to lim it his selection to such 
persons a3 are “ well qualified to serve as 
“ jurors,” are “ of sound judgm ent,” and 
“ free from legal exception.” 
The indict­ 
ment does not pretend to specify the ex­ 
clusion of any paiticular persons, nor to 
set forth any particular offense, but charges 
the Judge broadly w ith having excluded, 
we suppose, the whole colored race. 
The 
United 
States 
Supreme 
Court 
re­ 
fuses to grant 
the 
petition 
of 
the 
Commonwealth 
of 
Virginia 
for 
the 
release 
of 
its 
judicial officer, 
con­ 
fined on this charge, and maintains the 
right of U nited States authorities to pro­ 
ceed against State authorities acting under 
State laws, on tue ground th at the four­ 
teenth constitutional amendment warrants 
such action. 
The question w hether the 
rights conferred upon negroes 
by the 
amendments and the laws enforcing them 
include a right to be drawn upon juries is 
not an unim portant one, for it goes to the 
entire issue of the distinction between 
civil and political rights. 
W hat th a t 
distinction is has been very clearly pointed 
out by Judge Field in his disenting opinion 
in this case. “ Civil rights,” he says, “ are 
“ absolute and personal. 
Political rights, 
“ on the other hand, are conditional and 
“ dependent upon the discretion of the 
“ elective or appointing persons, whether 
“ th at be the people acting through the 
“ ballot, or 
one 
of 
the departments 
“ of the Government. 
The civil rights of 
“ the individual are never to be withheld, 
“ and may be judicially enforced. 
The 
“ political rights which he may enjoy, such 
“ as 
holding office and discharging 
a 
“ public trust, are qualified, because their 
“ possession depends upon his fitness, to be 
“ adjudged by those whom society has 
“ clothed w ith the elective authority.” 
This is very lucid. Judge Coles, for exam­ 
ple, might have found, on candid inquiry, 
th at no negro in his county was fit to be 
invested w ith the responsibilities of a 
juror. 
Y et according to the Court it was 
none the less his duty to draw such unfit 
persons, notw ithstanding the fact th at his 
judicial oath prohibited him from doing 
anything of the kind. 
And here we see 
issue joined, squarely and uncompromis­ 
ingly between State and Federal authority. 


It is neither necessary nor desirablo to im­ 
port any political bias into the considera­ 
tion of 
this subject. 
It transcends all 
party issues, for it involves the question of 
the future of the whole republic. 
It is 
here deliberately set forth by the highest 
judicial authority that the constitutional 
amendments give the Federal Government 
powers over the State which are incom­ 
patible with the maintenance of any inde­ 
pendence whatever, and which not only 
facilitate but hasten the transformation of 
the Government from a federation of sov­ 
ereign States to a centralized democratic 
absolutism. 
The doctrine now asserted 
goes the length of subordinating all State 
authority to Federal authority ; for it in­ 
volves the right of the latter to traverse 
all State legislation, to set aside the rules 
made by State Legislatures for the govern­ 
ment of the State judiciary, to punish 
State officials for obeying State laws, and 
in a word, to 
reduce all the States 
to the 
level of 
mere 
municipalities, 
existing only at the will and caprice of 
Congress. 
The tendency in this direction 
has, as we have often pointed out, in­ 
creased continually since the close of the 
war. 
The desire of the North to recon­ 
struct the South led in the first place to 
the serious straining of the Constitution, 
but it is not only in Southern legislation 
that this movement has been proceeding. 
The pressure brought to bear upon the Su­ 
preme Court by the strong current of 
Western sentiment against corporations 
has resulted in further enlargements of the 
centralization policy, and a formidable 
series of decisions has within the past ten 
years been delivered, each one extending 
and advancing this dangerous and unre­ 
publican doctrine. 
The recent decisions 
arc in full conformity with those in the 
Granger and Elevator cases and that in the 


Thurman bill. 
They are all contributions 
to that radical change of 
government 
which is being effected almost without the 
knowledge of the people, but which the 
Republican party is half unconsciously 
supporting because it is blinded to the full 
significance 
of 
the 
movement 
by 
its 
eager desire to settle the Southern ques­ 
tion. 
Y et there is no subject which so 
urgently demands popular attention as 
this, for it involves in all probability the 
very life of the republic. 
I t is plain to all 
who are willing to use their eyes th at the 
sovereignty of the States is being invaded 
and enfeebled in every direction, and that 
the Federal Government is acquiring great­ 
er powers every year. 
The rights of the 
States over their own creatureshave already 
been denied. The authority of the Federal 
Government to traverse State laws, to in­ 
dict State judicial officers, practically to 
dictate State legislation, is now affirmed. 
There are indeed few or no traces of their 
reserved rights remaining to the States, and 
it is perfectly apnarent th at if the present 
tendencies are not checked, in a few years 
centralization will be complete, and the 
separate rights of States, including always 
the right of local self-government, will he 
no longer more than a tradition. 


It is necessary to make it clear w hat 
this change means, and w hat influences it 
must exercise upon popular liberty and 
national vitality. 
All history shows that 
the diffusion of institutional self-govern­ 
ment to the greatest possible extent is 
necessary to the securing of the largest 
measure of freedom and the most just and 
least burdensome government. 
This diffu­ 
sion the American States enjoyed origin­ 
ally, and it is this which is threatened. 
We have reached a point in the national 
history when either the people must rouse 
and insist upon great reforms, or the 
natural tendency of affairs will carry us on 
to a centralized absolutism certain to pave 
the way for a m ilitary despotism. 
The 
danger lies not 
alone in the strongly 
marked centralizing policy of the Supreme 
Court, hut in the formidable suppoit which 
the corrupt condition of politics gives to 
this movement. 
Already the people have 
lost control of politics. 
Everyw here a few 
men manipulate the machinery, pack the 
caucuses, arrange the primaries, “ fix ” the 
Conventions, and leave to the masses only 
the privilege of voting for candidates they 
have had no part in choosing. 
Congress 
dc-mands and depends on civil service cor­ 
ruption, and resists all efforts at reform in 
that direction. 
The public service, which 
ought to be non-political as absolutely as 
any private or corporate business system 
is, has been converted into a mere party 
machine, monopolized by the ruling fac­ 
tion, and all public rights in the control of 
it are ignored. 
W ith a Federal office- 
holding army depending upon Congress, 
with a series of judicial rulings breaking 
down and destroying State sovereignty, 
with corruption instinctively tending more 
and more to W ashington, as the safest 
place in which to promote schemes which 
the closer inspection of State Legislatures 
would thw art, it iftv id e n t th at the move- 
meut towards centralization m ust inevita­ 
bly acquire greater impetus as it proceeds. 
And meantime the 
people 
are 
being 
stripped of their defenses. 
The greater a 
country becomes, the denser its popula­ 
tion, the more complex its interests, the 
more necessary is it th at the people every­ 
where should keep the levers of self­ 
government iu their own hands. 
For the 
removal of authority to a distance always 
involves the weakeningof responsibility and 
the encouragement of corruption. And since 
the Supreme Court is striking down the 
defenses of the people one by one, at the 
same time th at the organization of corrup­ 
tion in the public service is being made 
more complete, it would be the blindness 
of imbecility not to anticipate the wor3t. 
An irresponsible Congress means a plun­ 
dered people: means a centralized abso­ 
lutism of the Boss Tweed pattern ; means 
the constant employment of the cant of pa­ 
triotism as a disguise for the reality of 
scoundrelism ; 
means the extinction of 
those well-ordered institutions which, if 
carefully preserved, would have secured 
“ an indestructible union of indestructible 
“ States,” but the destruction of which 
threatens the conversion of the union into 
a rope of sand. 
Beyond centralized abso­ 
lutism such as th at towards which we are 
steadily drifting, there is no national fu­ 
ture possible. 
To arrive at such a state 
of things would be to practically reach 
the end of the American republic. If this 
collapse 
is to be prevented, however, 
public opinion must be better instructed 
thau it has been hitherto. 


THE 
DEBRIS 
DEBATE. 


The action of the Assembly on the de­ 
bris question has thus far been most un­ 
promising for the public interests involved. 
The feeble support given to the proposi­ 
tion to raise the necessary revenue by gen­ 
eral taxation was partially explained by 
the tenor of 
the arguments advanced 
against that policy, for it was made ap­ 
parent that the opponents of it had given 
no adequate consideration to the question, 
and that they utterly failed to apprehend 
its true scope. 
A disposition was mani­ 
fested to resist all propositions which em­ 
braced any broad view of the subject, and 
members seemed to think that they were 
displaying profound statesmanship in seek­ 
ing to throw the entire burden of the 
relief works upon the smallest possible 
number of taxpayers. 
Mr. Sweetland’s 
amendment, which provides for the hold­ 
ing of elections in drainage districts to 
determine whether the people shall tax 
themselves for the construction of relief 
works, can only be defended 
on the 
theory that the State has no interest in 
the preservation of the rivers, or in the 
protection of the farmers from ruin. 
Of 
necessity it follows from the adoption of 
this narrow and unstatesmanlike doctrine 
that the farmers have no concern with the 
interests of the State, and that they are 
therefore in no way under obligation to 
refrain from the prosecution of such pro­ 
ceedings as may result in the closing of the 
hydraulic mines. 
Hitherto it has been 
argued with much plausibility that the sus­ 
pension of the hydraulic mines would so 
injure the commonwealth as to justify it in 
joining the sufferers from the debris in the 
construction of relief works. 
The aban­ 
donment of all 
responsibility for 
the 
damage on the part of the State of course 
removes all warrant for the further main­ 
tenance of this position. 
If the debris 
evil is no concern of the State’s, neither 
is the fate of the 
hydraulic 
mining 
interest any 
oonccra of the 
farmers. 
The effect of the Sweetland amendment 


would inevitably be to cause the formation 
of such districts as would include only 
those who were directly menaced by the 
debris. 
The whole of the taxation for the 
necessary work would have thus to be dis­ 
tributed between this small class and the 
miners. 
The result would be the collapse 
of the undertaking through the poverty of 
those engaged iu it, and in a short time we 
should be thrown back upon litigation as 
the only recourse. 
This is the plain ten­ 
dency of the Assembly’s action, and it is 
necessary to point it out in order that mem­ 
bers may not delude themselves into the 
belief th at they are handling the question 
effectively, when in fact they are doing 
their best to make all remedial measures 
impracticable. 


I t is neither just nor practicable to put 
the entire burden of this great work upon 
the immediate sufferers from the debris, 
and the miners. 
The attem pt to do this 
can only end in convincing the farmers 
th at litigation is to be preferred to such a 
programme. 
The principle of general tax­ 
ation ought to be applied in the debris 
case. 
It is thoroughly defensible, and it is 
the only method by which the cost can he 
so distributed as to be easily borne. It ap­ 
pears, however, th at the Assembly is not 
even content with fastening the whole 
expense upon a fraction of 
the com­ 
m unity. 
Yesterday a new amendment 
was introduced, empowering the Commis­ 
sioners to take (without 
compensation, 
apparently) whatever levees may be al­ 
ready 
built, and 
to 
incorporate 
them 
w ith 
any 
district 
system. 
This 
would 
enable 
the 
Commissioners 
to 
take 
the 
control 
of 
the 
levees 
of 
Sacramento 
from 
the 
people 
of 
this city. 
The tru th is th at the farther 
the Assembly goes in this legislation the 
more blunders it makes. 
It has now 
tinkered up a measure which is quite w orth­ 
less for any practical purposes, and the 
enactment of which can only postpone all 
remedies indefinitely. 
Many confessions 
of ignorance have been made by members 
while discussing the matter, but it is to be 
observed that those who, according to their 
own admission, know the least about it, 
have been among the most dogmatic and 
positive in their opposition to practical 
propositions, and have advanced the most 
narrow and unintelligent ideas with the 
greatest persistence. 
The line which dis­ 
cussion and amendment have now taken 
holds out no hope of a rational adjustm ent 
of the question. 
Under 
the 
illiberal 
theory which has been accepted as a basis 
of action, and which is equally inconsist­ 
ent and unjust, it is impossible th at any 
arrangements can be made which will not 
limit the choice of the farmers to the des­ 
perate alternative of being bled to death 
by taxation or ruined by debris. 
This is 
the most which a deliberative body finds 
itself able to do towards the solution of 
the gravest issue th at has been raised for 
years, and which has been investigated and 
discussed with such thoroughness th at no 
man in a legislative position can be excused 
for not understanding it. 
The situation is 
disheartening and humiliating. 
It m atters 
little w hat further eccentric propositions 
are brought forward by members, for the 
prospect th at anything effectual will be 
done is now so slight as to be scarcely de­ 
serving of mention. 


CHINA 
AND 
RUSSIA 


The symptoms of growing difficulties 
between China and Russia are unm istaka­ 
ble, and it is quite possible th at they may 
culminate in war. 
The dispute over the 
K uldja Treaty is 
not amenable to easy 
treatm ent, and the degradation and re­ 
ported execution of the Chinese envoy 
who signed it promises no conciliatory 
policy on the part of the Pekin Government. 
Russia has already had some experience of 
the terribly business-like way in which 
China makes war in Central Asía 
A Chi­ 
nese army advances by very slow stages, 
but it holds every foot of ground. 
I t will 
often deliberately sow the crops when it 
takes up a position, and wait until they 
are ripe. 
By th at time it has covered the 
face of the country w ith forts and garrisons. 
I t offers to the inhabitants of conquered 
countries 
their choice 
between 
peace 
and extermination, 
and it 
is 
equally 
faithful to either condition. 
The Chinese 
armies have hitherto been ill drilled and 
armed, but Chinese Gordon showed during 
the Tae-l’ing rebellion th at no better ma­ 
terial for soldiers existed, and as arms of 
precision are now being furnished the 
troops, and 
European drill-masters en­ 
gaged, it is possible th at it will be no long 
time before they are able to hold their own 
even w ith Russian regulars. 
The advan­ 
tages of communication must be all with 
the Chinese, moreovtr. 
The Russians 
must fight far from their base of supplies, 
and they can only procure reinforcements 
by painful and tedious journeys, covering 
many 
weeks 
or 
months. 
I t 
has 
been calculated 
th at 
by 
great 
exer­ 
tions Russia might introduce an 
army 
of 
40,000 
men 
into 
Central 
Asia, 
but 
it 
would 
be 
necessary 
to 
furnish almost their entire subsistence, the 
country being for the most part too poor to 
depend upon, and in the event of a serious 
reverse retreat would be almost impossible. 
There can be no donbt th at the Chinese 
Government is being spurred to aggression 
by English counsels, and th at Beacunsfield 
would eagerly welcome so im portant a di­ 
version as a war between these two powers 
which would probably result in crippling 
both of them. 
The efforts of Russia to en­ 
tangle China and Japan in a quarrel ap­ 
pear to have failed, and if this is the case 
it will leave the Pekin Government free to 
concentrate its military strength upon the 
Russian problem. 


LESSEPS 
AND 
HIS 
ENTERPRISE. 


M. Lesseps has visited the Pacific coast 
to repeat the statements which he has 
already made at Washington and elsewhere. 
The proposed canal across the Isthmus of 
Panama is perhaps a feasible undertaking, 
but assuredly enough is not yet known of 
this matter to justify enthusiasm or con­ 
fidence. 
M. Lesseps thinks the canal can 
be built in eight years, for §163,000,000. 
There is a very serious difficulty in the 
plan, and it is the Chagres river, along the 
bed of which the canal must be carried in 
some places. 
The entire region through 
which the Chagres 
flows abounds with 
sharp peaks. 
A result of this is that the 
heavy rainfall of that latitude is carried 
with remarkable celerity from the mount­ 
ain sides into the streams below, produc­ 
ing swift 
and 
formidable 
freshets 
of 
enormous volume. 
M. Lesseps proposes 
to provide against this constantly recurring 
danger by » great dam, or system of 


dams. 
It 
is 
possible 
that 
he 
may 
succeed 
in 
this, but 
the 
condi­ 
tions to be 
dealt with are evidently 
unusually complicated and intractable, and 
we do not believe th at enough is known 
yet to w arrant a decided opinion on the 
practicability of the undertaking. 
M. 
Lesseps is not an engineer himself, it must 
be remembered, and therefore his opinions 
are necessarily second-hand. 
Indeed his 
vagueness in regard 
to the details of the 
enterprise has damped the 
ardor of Eu­ 
ropean capitalists so seriously th at the 
financial prospects of the affair are by 
no means rose-colored. 
Nor are the en­ 
gineering difficulties the only ones. 
The 
expression of opinion in this country has 
been so emphatically in favor of the as­ 
sertion of the Monroe doctrine in re­ 
gard to the canaling of the Isthm us, th at 
it is clear this point will have to be 
settled definitely before the enterprise 
can 
be 
commenced. 
M. Lesseps 
says 
th at he has nothing to do with any inter­ 
national questions, and th at no national 
consideration is related to h>s project. 
T hat may be true enough so far as he is 
concerned, hut it is none the less incum­ 
bent on the American people to guard the 
Isthmus against possible foreign domina­ 
tion, and it is evidently contingent upon 
the performance of this duty th at foreign 
capital may be driven from the investment. 
No doubt American capital could be had 
in plenty to prosecute the enterprise, if 
its thorough practicability was demon­ 
strated. 
But if American capital alone is 
to build the canal Americans will desire to 
control the operations, and it may appear 
th at there is not much advantage for M. 
Lesseps in such an arrangement. 
In short, 
the scheme is in a very immature con­ 
dition, and it may never come to maturity. 


THE 
MAINE 
CONSPIRACY. 


The report of the committee charged 
with the investigation into the late Maine 
conspiracy shows th a t no exaggeration has 
been practiced iu regard to th at crime. 
It 
was, in fact, as thoroughly infamous a 
series of outrages and frauds as has ever 
been perpetrated by unscrupulous scoun­ 
drels for any purpose whatever. 
The pro­ 
ceeding! of Garctlon and his Council were 
one prolonged succession of the most con­ 
scienceless frauds. 
I t is evident th at Gar- 
celon himself is so much worse than his 
confederates as consists in adding hypocrisy 
and cant to their bold villainies. 
He and 
they together doctored all the returns, 
forged figures and names, garbled certifi­ 
cates, suppressed facts, counted out every 
Republican, aud counted in every Fusion- 
ist, systematically and methodically. 
It 
was a desperately bold game they played. 
There was no hesitation, no pretense of 
concealment, no half-measures. 
The suc­ 
cess of the scheme could alone have pre­ 
vented the discovery of the means by which 
it was achieved, and they evidently be­ 
lieved th at they had rendered defeat impos­ 
sible. 
It further appears th at Garctlon 
and his gang have considerable sums of 
the State money in their possession yet, 
which they appropriated w ithout color of 
law, and which it is mildly suggested they 
would do well to cover into the treasury. 
It is to be hoped th at henceforth Garcelon 
will refrain from his favorite protestations 
of innocence, and it is still more to be 
hoped th at the people of Maine will insist 
upon the arraignm ent and vigorous prose­ 
cution of the whole gang of political swin­ 
dlers. 
So monstrous a conspiracy against 
the liberties of a Commonwealth ought not 
to . be condoned. 
I t is not enough th at it 
has been defeated. 
The criminals ought 
to be made examples of. 
No more dan­ 
gerous and demoralizing doctrine could get 
abroad than th at which holds political 
fraud to be less scandalous and criminal 
than other breaches of the law, and which 
permits political offenders to go fiee where 
any other kind of criminals would be vis­ 
ited with the full legal penalties. 
Oar- 
celon and his confederates ought to go to 
the Penitentiary for a long term of years, 
and they should be pursued until their 
conviction ¡3 secured, to the end th at other 
knavish schemers may be warned against 
similar experiments for all time to come.

own independence. 
Upon this the Em­ 
bassador gravely observed that in case His 
Majesty refused the required suppression, 
he was instructed to demand his pass­ 
ports 
instantly. 
King 
Louis 
was 
a 
peaceful 
monarch, 
and 
rather 
than 
go to war with Russia he sacrificed his in­ 
dependence and the honor of his country, 
and caused the obnoxious article to be 
suppressed. 
Since th er, however, things 
have changed, and now when Alexander 
demands the extradition of a man charged 
with a deliberate attem pt to assassinate 
him and his family, the French Government 
refuses to accede to the demand, on the 
ground th at the connection of the accused 
with the crime has not been made out. 
There can be no doubt as to the right of 
France to be punctilious in a m atter of this 
kind, but it is none the less certain that 
such scrupulousness is calculated to exas­ 
perate the Czar. 
Bismarck is probably not 
particularly chagrined at the prospect of a 
quarrel between the two powers which 
cause him the greatest uneasiness, and it 
is scarcely to be supposed th at he would 
take much trouble to keep them from go 
ing to war. 
Both Russia and France, 
however, probably know better than to 
make such a mistake as that, even though 
they should go the length of suspending 
diplomatic relations. 


W ith all his acuteness Mr. Tilden is evi­ 
dently unable to harmonize bis party in 
his own State, and this fact bids fair to 
upset all his calculations, unless he is 
prepared to sacrifice his personal ambition, 
and content himself w ith naming the can­ 
didate to be nominated. 
There is, how­ 
ever, nothing in his past career to w arrant 
the belief th at 
such 
an 
arrangement 
would satisfy him. 
He is a man of cxep- 
tional Belf-esteem, and 
this 
fact 
was 
shown in the tenacity of his belief that the 
Democracy m ust resent his failure four 
years ago as bitterly and unceasingly as 
he resented it himself. 
W e see no reason 
to doubt th at he is planning for the nomi­ 
nation for himself, and th at he will continue 
to plan to th at end. 
But Tammany Hall 
stands like a lion in his path, and it be­ 
comes m or’ apparent every day th at Kelly 
means w arto the knife, and th at he will sub­ 
m it to no compromise. 
The nomination of 
Tilden, therefore, musk be regarded as in­ 
volving a divided Democratic vote iu New 
York, and th at prospect is a very heavy 
load for any candidate to carry. 
Should 
G rant be nominated by the Republicans 
this schism would be partly offset by the 
secession of the independent element from 
the Republican party, but the fact would 
still remain th at there are more Tammany 
Democrats than “ Young Scratchers.” The 
persistence of Mr. Tilden is such th at he will 
no doubt struggle against any conceivable 
obstacles to the very end, but as the time 
of nomination approaches his availability 
as a candidate certainly does not increase. 


A N f.w W a y o f S tu d y in g S o u n d s .— 
The London Times reports that a new and 
simple way of producing colored rings, 
which seems capable of some interesting 
applications, has been recently brought to 
public notice by M. Guebhard. 
A saucer 
filled with not very pure mercury is all the 
apparatus required. 
Then clear oil' with a 
pitee of card or paper the thin pellicle of 
oxide and dust, breathe on the bright sur 
face, and a magnificent system of colored 
rings is given by the film of condensed 
moisture then formed. 
Instead of four or 
five “ irises ” described by Newton, six or 
seven can be well made out, and the thick­ 
ness of the film increasing from the border 
inwards, the order of hues is reversed. 
Still better effects can be got by dropping 
volatile substances (as petroleum oil) on 
the mercury surface, instead of breathing 
on i t ; but the most remarkable results are 
had with collodion. 
Diluted with ether, 
this gives pellicles on the mercury, which 
may be detached (after their thickness and 
colors have been regulated at will) and 
transferred to paper. 
M. Guebhard lias 
utilized these effects in study of the sounds 
of the voice. 
Vowel sounds uttered above 
the moistened mercury surface produce 
characteristic ring figures which throw new 
light on the nature of the vibrations in­ 
volved. 
The vibratory state, indeed, for 
vowel sounds, appears to be often very 
complex, the figures presenting groups ot 
several ring systems, indicating several 
centers of percussion. 


T h e F o u n t a i n 
T r e e . — A remarkable 
tree formerly existed in Hierro, one of the 
Canary Islands, concerning which the most 
marvelous tales were told. 
It was asserted 
; that this tree wa3 unique, and supplied the 
inhabitants of the island, wherein rain is 
unusual, with all the w ater they required ; 
in fact, pure w ater tricked from its leaves 
to the amount of several gallons daily, 
which was collected in receptacles at the 
l>Ase of the trunk. 
But, aided by science, 
it becomes evident this was not due to any 
special property of the tree itself, as was 
inferred, which was a laurel, but to its ex­ 
ceptional position. 
A narrow and deep 
ravine clove the island to its center, ex­ 
tending from the Sea to nearly the highest 
point for five miles ; and where this gorge 
term inated abruptly, at the base of a pre­ 
cipice, the solitary tree grew, amid a 
thicket of ferns and smaller plants. 
The 
warm air from the surface of the sea, as­ 
cending by a natural law into the higher 
atmospheric region, was constantly rush­ 
ing through this gorge laden w ith moisture 
from the ocean. 
This current of air, 
abruptly stayed in its a9cent by the bleak 
wall of rock, condensed its vapors on the 
local vegetation, and especially on the 
broad, smooth leaves of the solitary ever­ 
green. 
Thence the moisture trickled down 
in sufficient quantity to render its collec­ 
tion an object when the usual sources of 
w ater were deficient. 
This singular tree, 
which was very old, was destroyed by a 
hurricane in the seventeenth century. 


A n I n d ia n T u r k is h B a t h . — If cleanli­ 
ness is next to godliness, the foulness of 
the Indian is his greatest sin. 
A peculiar 
and disagreeable odor pervades everything 
th at belongs to them, although much of it 
is due to other causes than personal filth. 
The tanning, drying of beef buffalo, cook­ 
ing, etc., simultaneously in progress in 
and about the lodge, produce a variety of 
unpleasant scents, which permeate their 
clothing and impregnate the atmosphere. 
The unfrequent change of the former is 
also a fruitful source of physical impurity. 
The Turco-Russian bath is, however, of 
very common application among them. 
It 
is their panacea. The manner of it3 prepa­ 
ration is necessarily primitive. 
Willow 
wands are sharpened and thru st in the 
ground, and their smaller ends are inter­ 
laced so as to form a bower little more 
than a yard in hight and eight or ten in 
circumference. 
Over this is stretched and 
secured a piece of canvas or skin, under 
which, after several large stones have been 
brought • to a red heat and rolled to its 
center, 
a dozen 
or 
more Arrapahoes 
crowd and couch. 
W ater is slowly poured 
upon the stones, from which arise hot air 
and vapor. 
A fter profuse perspiration, 
the inmates leap into an adjoining stream, 
or wallow naked in the snow. 
This bath­ 
ing establishm ent is called a “ wicky-up,” 
and they dot the banks of the w ater­ 
courses in Indian countries. 


CONGRESSIONAL. 
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THE 
CASE 
OF 
HARTMANN. 


If it be true, as reported, that Hart­ 
mann, whose extradition was demanded by 
Russia of France, and refused, has admit­ 
ted that he was chosen by the Nihilists to 
assassinate the Czar, the confession will 
not tend to mitigate the asperity which 
the FreDch Government’s course has bred 
between the two countries. 
There is a 
story to the effect that in the reign of 
the 
Czar Nicholas, 
a 
certain 
French 
journal contemplated the publication of a 
recent scandal concerning the Russian 
Court, and that the fact coming to the 
knowledge of the Czar he instantly dis­ 
patched a courier to demand the sup­ 
pression of 
the 
publication. 
Louis 
Philippe, the Citizen King, was then on 
the throne of France, and when the Rus­ 
sian Embassador called on him aud laid 
his instructions before him, Louis was at 
first disposed to resent the 
dictatorial 
course of the Czar, and to talk about his 


P e r s o n a l H a b it s .—The importance of 
personal habits as affecting health can 
hardly be over-estimated. 
H undreds of 
cases can be cited of noted persons of the 
most feeble constitutions who by care were 
able to prolong their lives and accomplish 
wonderful labors in spite of almost con­ 
tinuous illness. 
The Jews are said to be 
the longest-lived people, because of their 
strict attention to hygiene as directed in 
the Mosaic law. 
If a man by taking 
thought cannot add a cubit to his stature, 
he may at least lengthen his days very ma­ 
terially by prudence. 
Any one can pro­ 
long his or her life beyond the average 
term of years by simple attention to hy­ 
gienic laws. 
In our own generation we 
have remarkable examples of mental ac­ 
tivity continued to a great age in the case 
of Gladstone, Bismarck, Thiers, Emerson, 
Bryant, Vanderbilt, Charles O'Conor, Peter 
Cooper, Bancroft and Dr. W illard Parker, 
not to mention others. 
Many of these 
men were of frail constitution originally, 
yet they have performed herculean tasks, 
and their example should be encourage­ 
m ent to all—“ W hat man has done man 
can do.” 


A Modf.rn A rchim edes.—The mantle 
of Payne and Keely has fallen—though 
doubtless for a brief period—upon the 
shoulders of rietrowski, whose small rooms 
in New York, we are specifically informed 
by the daily press, are daily crowded with 
visitors to witness the operation of his 
“ new motor.” 
These accounts then con­ 
tinue with a description of a mechanical 
toy, “ the motive-power ” of which consists 
of nine metal balls placed within the rims 
of a pair of hollow wheels “ so as to bear 
the rim down first and then gravitate to­ 
ward the axis, where a side groove runs 
the balls off to a grooved radius of the 
wheel revolving in the opposite direction." 
Pietrowski is more modest than Archimedes. 
The latter wanted a lever long enough and 
a fulcrum strong enough, aud he would 
move the world. 
Pietrowski only wants a 
cast-iron wheel sixty feet in diameter to 
produce a motor of 300 horse-power, that 
requires “ nothing” to keep it in motion, 
and that will run “ until the material 
wears out.”

“ I notice the word gent here,” he said, 
thou2htfully tapping the paper with his 
forefinger; “ have you spelled it correct­ 
ly?” 
“ H aven t I spelled it g-e-n-t?” I asked 
in astonishment. 
“ I believe so ; hut won’t you hrvv© th« 
goodness to look it up in the dictionary ? ” 
I turned confidently to W ebster’s U na­ 
bridged, and presently became rather red 
in the face at not being able to find the 
word in that bewildering store-houre. 
“ Perhaps there is no such word in the 
English language,” slyly suggested th« 
editor; “ in which case we had better 
strike it out of the article.'’ 
This little lesson made so deep an im­ 
pression on me, and instilled into my heart 
such a hatred of the word gent, th a t I 
believe if I were naked and starving I 
would refuse to be clothed gratis at a 
“ Gents’ Furnishing »Store,” or accept a 
complimentary dinner in a “ G ents’ISaloon.” 
Y et I find this odious w*ord set down in 
Latham’s expensive dictionary as a proper 
wrord, and its use duly authorized 
exam­ 
ples drawn from the works of Thackeray 
and Beaconsficid. 
These authors do not, 
as I at first imagined, put the word into 
the mouth of some subordinate character, 
but have used it themselves in their quality 
of gentlemen w riting for gentlemen.

Richard G rant W hite w’ittily remarks that 
“ gents” and “ pants” belong together, for 
the former always wear the latter. 
He 
disdains even to discuss the word. 
There 
seems to be a conflict ot authority. 
I 
know Mr. W hite to be very excellent 
authority, and I am told, w hat I shall 
always find difficult to believe, that Mr. 
Latham deserves high rank as a lexicogra­ 
pher. 
If “ g e n t” is to be tolerated by 
careful writers, then let us accept “ pants” 
for trousers, “ transpire” for happen or 
occur, and, in brief, adopt all the varie­ 
gated and wonderful vocabulary of the 
average newspaper. 
The word “ gent,” however, does describe 
a class. 
W’hen you sec a greasy young fel­ 
low who seems a cross between & rustie 
and a negro minstrel off duty,—a person 
with cap set far back on his closely cropped 
head, tight trousers that suddenly full at 
the ankle, and shoes with turned-up, 
pointed tips (where does he get those 
shoes?),—when you see this vulgar little 
object, you see “ agen t.” 
You will en­ 
counter him on street corners in shabby 
neighborhoods, gazing admiringly at the 
lithograph of some famous clog-dancer or 
cheap blonde in a drinking-shop window ; 
you will meet him there, but heaven pre­ 
serve you from ever meeting him in decent 
literature.—[Atlantic Monthly.

Deceased owned 
the truck and a spirited team, and has been 
employed to do the hauling for Neubourg A 
Lages steam mills on Fifth street, near K. 
During the past few days he has been under 
the influence of liquor, though said to have 
usually been sober in his habits. Yesterday 
morninghe wasadvised togo home and r« main 
until he had recovered. Instead of doing so 
be went driving over the city with his un­ 
loaded wagt n, stopping frequently to drink. 
On Eighth street, north of K, he fell from 
his seat and a front wheel passed across his 
head, erasing the ikull above the left eye. A 
bind wheel passed across his body, and the 
weight of it br he bis back, neck and 
ribs.

The 
writ was allowed because the applicant had 
been imprisoned three mouths, the longest 
time allowed, though he was originally sen­ 
tenced to four months imprisonment.

He expects to have them com­ 
pleted before summer. 


The consideration of the San Francisco 
Charter bill in the Senate yesterday gave a 
monotonous and uninteresting phase to pro­ 
ceeding» for visitors in that part of the Capi­ 
tol, and few but working members and those 
directly interested in the bill remained. 
In the Assembly the discussion upon the 
debris question in the afternoon drew a large 
audience. Increased interest was manifested, 
and was an index of the strong anxiety exist­ 
ing for some favorable legislative action upon 
the subject. Leading agriculturists and 
citizens from the valley and prominent 
miners were seen seated with membtis 
or in the lobby, with a copy of the bill in 
hand and closely watching the action of the 
House as it considered it section by section, 
and keeping tally with each vote taken. 
Wheuever a motion prevailed which was con­ 
sidered as tending against the mining inter­ 
ests those interested in that industry fre­ 
quently expres»ed their disapprobation of 
members whom they had expected would 
favor them, and these compliments were ex­ 
changed uv those representing the opposing 
industry when the action seemed to score in 
the opposite direction. Nothing of import­ 
ant legislation has created so careful and crit­ 
ical attention during the present session, and 
the witnessing of this fact, which no member 
can avoid observing and understanding, will 
no uoubt have a tendency to stimulate earnest 
effort to agree upon some measure which shaii 
be as far as possible acceptable to all con­ 
cerned, and give substantial promise of over­ 
coming the present evils. 
The Committees of Water Rights and 
Drainage and Agriculture, which recently 
visited the debris regions, say in their report: 
“ The rivers aud streams into which the 
debris is deposited, together w ith thousands 
of acres of agricultural lands, have been in­ 
jured to an alarming extent, and if some 
means are not devised to protect the rivers 
and the lands adjacent thereto, but a few 
years must elapse before the beds of the 
streams will lie so filled that protection 
against overflow and the disasters and de­ 
struction consequent thereon will be almost 
impossible. * * * Your committee are 
aware of the difficulties to be encountered in 
legislating on a subject wherein the farmer 
and the miner are ill direct conflict as to the 
best method of remedying existing evils. But 
fully recognizing the magnitude of the inter­ 
ests involved, they believe that immediate 
legislation is not only necessary, but that the 
interests of the State demand that it lie 
such that the parties in conflict should 
each 
be 
so 
protected 
by 
a law 
that while it would benefit the one 
it would be a source of no injury to the 
other. Your committee, having carefully 
surveyed the field iu company with the State 
Engineer, who explained aud pointed out the 
points where dams are to be constructed, are 
satisfied that the plan Is a feasible one, and 
would afford the desired protection to both 
interests. We were more fully confirmed in 
this belief after having seen several similar 
dams constructed wholly of brush, built 
across the canyons where large volumes of 
water flow in winter freshets, which have 
raised the bed of the stream to a bight of 
over twenty feet, and which have withstood 
the floods of a dozen winters without any 
damage whatever, and similar dams are 
formed in most of the mining counties. Be­ 
lieving that structures of heavy rock, as pro­ 
posed by the State Engineer, would be in­ 
finitely stronger and more la-ting, we have 
no hesitation in recommending the adoption 
of the plan of dams proposed by him, and 
believe that they would prove a success ill 
every particular.” As the subject is to be 
resumed this morning, there will probably be 
no diminution in attendance or interest. 
Many gathered at the Senate last evening 
expecting the general School bill would be 
under consideration, but finding theChaiter 
bill still being discussed, went to the Assem­ 
bly, where the woman-suffrage question was 
receiving active attention. The announce­ 
ment that the subject would be before the 
House drew together those friendly to the 
cause, as well as a large number who for some 
reason had anticipated that the occasion 
would afford some merriment as well as argu­ 
ment, and they were not disappointed. The 
floor of the House a? well as the lobby and 
galleries were filled to the utmost, and hardly 
standing room could be found inside the 
doors. Many humurou3 as well as logical 
speeches were made, aud the audience re­ 
mained, without showing any signs of weari­ 
ness, until 11 o’clock, when the subject was 
postponed until next Wednesday evening. 
When the .School bill comes before the As­ 
sembly for action an effort will be made to 
reinstate the section stricken out by the Sen­ 
ate, which provided against relations of 
School Trustees beiug employed in the dis­ 
tricts of such officers. A case is cited in sup­ 
port of the necessity of this section, which 
came under Prof. Allen’s observation during 
a recent visit to the northern part of the 
State, where he states to have found a school 
being taught by a daughter of one of the 
Trustees at a salary of $75 per month, which 
school but one scholar attended, and that was 
a younger sister of the teacher. 
The memorable Pedro bill, which so electri­ 
fied the Assembly recently and produced such 
a sensation on its passage that members of 
the “ Extreme Left” went home without 
their overcoats and bare-headed, and sur­ 
prised the sedate matrons of their boarding­ 
houses by ordering a diet of hot scotch and 
gin cocktails, with a supply ot “ seven up” 
and “ fifteen game.” to continue until the 
Senate outrages the liberties of the people by 
passing the bill, and the Governor seals the 
infamy of the nineteenth century by signing 
away the last vestige of constitutional rights 
and inde[»endent manhood of a sovereign 
people, and compelling freemen socially in­ 
clined to make a square purchase of their 
spiritual necessities, without first having a fair 
constitutional opportunity to adjust the rela­ 
tions between them by determining, with the 
aid of a little game, who shall pay for the 
“ smile," was yesterday reported back by the 
Senate Committee ou Public Morals without 
amendment, and with the recommendation 
that it pass. 
As soon as the fact be­ 
came known in the Assembly, although 
every mendier was intently bent on 
passing a debris bill before they left their 
seats that should solve the whole vexed ques­ 
tion of sliekens, there was all at once a 
noticeahle flutter in the recently agitated 
chamber, which immediately took shape in 
about twenty members rushing out and over 
to the Senate, where they exercised the privi­ 
lege of the floor by interviewing Senators 
upon the prospects of the McClure charter 
bill, and sat down upon the Senatorial coat­ 
tails as high up as the waisbtands. The 
President of the Senate supposed the Assem­ 
bly had adjourned and come over to spend the 
afternoon and »miled beuignantly at the un­ 
expected compliment. He noticed, however, 
upon a “ glancing call of the house,” that the 
visitors were all members of the “Extreme 
Left,” and that they had taken seats with 
the same class in the more august body. 
After asking a few questions about the ¿’bar­ 
ter bill, without wailing for any auswers, 
they incidentally alluded to the Tyler Pedro 
DHL, and clearly demonstrated its un- 
coi.stitutionalirv by being in conflict with 
that section of the Constitution which 
declares that every man is a freeman; 
that ail men are born equal before the law 
(except Chinamen or Mongolian»), aud that 
no person or persons shall be deprived of the 
inalienable right to decide in their own way 
as to who shall pay for social refreshments, 
except persons ineligible to become citizens. 
Before returning to the Assembly one of 
the visiting delegation stated that he had a 
supply of that blue ribbon left, and promised 
that every Senator who voted against the 
infamous Pedro bill should receive a Murphy 
pledge for each lappel of his ulster, which 
should lie affixed witfi his own hand aud seal.

It has become knowu that a new educa­ 
tional institution is being prepared in Sacra­ 
mento, but no general understanding as to its 
objects and proposed methods has been given 
with clearness. The R eco rd -U n io n was, 
some time ago, advised concerning the plan, 
the objects of its promoters and the methods 
to be emploved, but at their request agreed 
to refrain for a time from mention of the pro­ 
posed scheme, in order that by no annoying in­ 
quiry, interference and application, the de­ 
signs of the promoters should be hindered 
and possibly frustiated, as the institution is 
to be largely experimental, having for its 
purposes commendable aims, and looking to 
the advancement aud employment of youths, 
it needed to be introduced with the utmost 
caution and to be quite thoroughly prepared 
before public announcement of its plans was 
made. A portion of the city press, under­ 
stood to be likewise pledged to refrain from 
publicity of the scheme until the proper time, 
has made some reference to the proposed in­ 
stitution, and thereby awakened much specu­ 
lation and volunteer criticism. The K e c o RD- 
UnioN has been relieved from its promise, 
and though quite premature, a general out­ 
line of the institution is now given. Certain 
persons of means have resolved upon estab­ 
lishing here a mechanical school, upon a plan 
original iu itself, yet bearing a similarity to 
schools of technology and mechanic arts 
which have been successful elsewhere. The 
purpose has no speculative feature iu it what­ 
ever, but is aimed at a utilization of “ waste 
force,” as one of the promoters expresses it, 
and the giving to young men a practical aud 
theoretical knowledge of certain 
me­ 
chanical followings. With the Board of 
Education arrangements have beeu con­ 
cluded^ by which the Franklin Gram­ 
mar School building, at the corner of 
Sixth and L streets—some time since aban­ 
doned as a school-house—lias beeu secured for 
the mechanic d school, and it is now undergo­ 
ing a thorough overhauling and is being fitted 
up for its new use. The institution has for 
its Trustees Josiah Johnson and J. D. Lord. 
This Board of Trustees has not yet formu­ 
lated the rules and regulations for the school. 
Generally, however, it may be stated that the 
course will embrace not less than three years. 
The pupils will be taught the theory and 
practice of working iu iron and other metals. 
Whenever a principle in mechanics is taught 
it is intended to practically illustrate the 
sauie. Work in wood will be taught so far 
as the same relates in any way to work iu 
metals. Mathematics will be practically 
taught so far as the same relates to mechani­ 
cal principles and practice. The literature 
of the arts will not be omitted, and all edu­ 
cational branches will receive attention neces­ 
sary to the practice of mechanical arts em­ 
braced by the school. These will include 
mechanical drawing, designing, penmanship, 
etc. The lower floor of the building will be 
used as the main machine shop, the second 
floor for draughting roomsand light machinery 
and the upper story for pattern-making. 
An engine, recently used in a large factory, 
has been secured and is now beiug set up in 
the rear of the main uiachine-room. Just 
outside of this room the boiler will be set up. 
In the yard on the south the foundry will £>e 
erected, aud be of sufficient capacity for the 
operation of a forty-foot crane now on the 
grounds. The tool-house, already erected, is 
located ou the west side of the yard. On the 
west aud south of the old building a black­ 
smith shop has been erected, and one forge is 
now in use. Several machines are already 
upon the grounds, and others will soon be re­ 
ceived. 
It is the intention to begin in a small way, 
and care is taken not to arouse great expecta­ 
tion in the pub;ic mind as to the possibilities 
of the institution, though its promoters are 
sanguine as to its success. It is intended 
mainly for the benefit of youths who have had 
a fair grammar-school education, and who, by 
a three-years’ term may be enabled to be­ 
come proficient in some of the lines of me­ 
chanic arts to be embraced in the plan of 
instruction. The desire is to have the insti­ 
tution grow with the demand for it, and in 
ju»t that proportion as it maj be found to be 
successful. Hence its beginning will be 
modest, and no forcing process will be per­ 
mitted. It is designed to make it self-sup­ 
porting in time. No tuition will be charged, 
but pupils admitted will be expected to re­ 
main at least three years. Skilled workmen 
will have charge of the various departments, 
and their qualifications must embrace abiiity 
to instruct. 
It is not probable that the school will be in 
active operation for some two months yet, 
though a few workuien will be put ou duty as 
rapidly as the demand for labor iu 
fitting up the building requires. 
The 
Trustees are not yet ready to receive 
applications for admission, and while 
kindly disposed to give ail possible informa­ 
tion regarding the scheme, they will be not a 
little hindered iu their work by persistent in­ 
quiry and premature applications. Such is 
a general outline of the plan, and what is 
hoped to be accomplished. The promoters of 
the school have had much encouragement 
from many citizens, several of whom have 
voluntarily come forward and tendered money 
to aid the undertaking, but the means neces­ 
sary for a thorough trial were guaranteed by 
an able and liberal person before any steps 
were taken at all. 
It is probable that one or two years of trial 
after the school is once opened will effectu­ 
ally demonstrate the p»s»ibilities of the 
scheme. Many practical educational suc­ 
cesses have had even more modest begin­ 
nings. and while this is the first effort in this 
line iu California, the friends of the school 
think that their study of the principles in­ 
volved in the plan, their experince iu similar 
lines, and the demand for such an institution 
warrant the prophecy that it will prove a 
credit to the community and a great benefit 
to Sacramento youths.

W hy M ilk V aries in Q uality.—One of 
the reasons why poor land produces milk 
which, as compared with that produced on 
good land, is deficient iu fatty matters, and 
so is better adopted for cheese-making than 
for butter-making, lies in the fact that the 
grasses on it contain a larger proportion of 
flesh-forming ingredients—as albumen, fibrin, 
casein, gluten, etc.—and a smaller one of fat- 
forming ones—as starch, gum, sugar, etc., 
than are found in the grasses of rich land. 
But another reason is found in the addi­ 
tional respiration of oxygen which takes 
place in the animal economy when cows 
are pastured ou poor laud, and have 
to go through more exercise iu the search 
for food. The oxygen of the air, which 
is inhaled to an increased extent by animals 
who take an extra amount of exercise, has a 
direct tendency to consume the fat in the sys­ 
tem of the animal—actual combustion of the 
fat takes place. Hence the increased heat of 
the animal’s body, and hence also a dimin­ 
ished amount of fat among the tissues, aud a 
diminished proportion of butter in the milk. 
Again, the more exercise an animal takes, 
the greater will be the waste or breaking up 
of the tissues of the body ; and as this is the 
source from which the curd in milk is derived, 
milk produced on laud whose herbage is 
scanty will contain a larger proportion of 
curd than milk produced on land whose herb­ 
age is abundant. It will now be perceived 
why it is that the milk produced on poor land 
has a larger proportion of curd and a smaller 
one of butter than that produced on good land; 
it will be equally plain that the smaller the dis­ 
tance coys have to travel to and from their 
pastures, whether those pastures be rich or 
poor land, the richer in fats their milk will 
be ; and it will be even still more evident that 
the faster they are made to travel that dis­ 
tance the poorer their milk will be. Distance 
and speed bring about a greater inhalation of 
oxygen, and the more oxygen that enters into 
the system the greater wili be the consump­ 
tion of fat in it. In the hot weather in sum­ 
mer, wheu cows are tormented by flies and 
hy heat, the evening’s milk will always be 
fonnd poorer than the morning’s in butter. 
This is explained on the same principle, and 
so is the fact that the milk of stall-fed cows 
is richer in fats than the iniik of cows who 
roam at large on the pastures. 


T h e Disco very of a N ew C om et.—If 
the “ great” comet which has been ob­ 
served in the southern hemisphere should 
come north it would prove an interesting 
and welcome addition to our celestial 
visitants. No great comet has, however, 
been expected this year. Hailey's is not 
due till 1911, Douati’s, which appeared in 
1858, will not return before the thirty - 
eighth century, and the great comet of 
1861, which Sir John Herechel declared to 
be the most brilliant he had ever seen, 
not excepting those of 1811 and 1858, 
will not return before the year 2200. 
Of the few comets whose periods are short, 
all are small and most of them can only be 
seen in the telescope. 
The great comet, 
therefore, that is reported to lie “ passing 
the sun northwards,” will be an entire 
stranger, and will doubtless receive from 
astronomers and from the public the atten­ 
tion due to rare and distinguished visitors.

A M exican Mummy. — At the Hotel 
Drouot, in Paris, there was sold by auction, 
two weeks ago, an interesting piece of 
aruhsology in the shape of a mummy, 
which proves to be that of a prince of the 
ill fated imperial family of Montezuma. 
The body, inclosed in a large crystal box, 
was purchased for 2,375 francs by the 
South Kensington Museum. The Monte­ 
zuma in question was the uncle of the illus­ 
trious cacique of that name. Taken pris­ 
oner hy the Spaniards, he was for many 
mouths confined with his daughter in the 
Mexican convent of San Isidro, and then 
walled up in a ceil by order of the inquisi­ 
tors.

As it 
stands in its glass case, one can understand 
the terrible suffering which the poor old 
man underwent in dying. The hands are 
crossed and contracted, the cheeks hol­ 
lowed, the eyelids closed and wrinkled, 
and the hair nearly all gone. The body of 
the girl, who was about 12 years old, is in 
a perfect state of preservation. Her face 
is calm, and a sweet smile seems to play 
about her lips, in strange incongruity with 
her horrible fate.

MINING STOCK?. 


Speech or Hon. Paul Neumann In the Sen­ 
ate of California on March 15, 1880, 
During the Discussion of the Gorley 
Mining BUL 


1 Phonographically reported by E. R. U illis, Senate 
R eporter of the Keoord-Ukios.J 


M r. Neum ann—M r. President, I believe 
th a t since the Senate has been shown the 
exact importance of its action upon this bill, 
it probably will not regret if every Senator 
upon thi- floor, who believes himself familiar 
witli the subject under consideration, give- 
his views to the S .nate with reference to 
w hat action we ou_ht to take upon it. 
The 
new Constitution has made w hat I consider a 
wholesome provision, giving power to the 
legislature in a certain way and in a cer­ 
tain manner, either to regulate certain sales 
or to prohibit them altogether. 
The legisla­ 
tion which this Legislature is called upon to 
undertake under th a t section should not alone 
conform to that, hut should, in every meas­ 
ure not tend to destroy anything th at exists, 
and which I believe I am prepared to show 
to be beu.-hcial; th at this Legislature should 
rather vote to sustain it, and to sustain it in 
such a m anner th at the people of the State, 
or any part of them , do not suffer by it. 
I t 
is true that, in making a few rem arks upon 
the subject, I shall have to come within the 
querulous complaints of the honorable gen­ 
tlem an from Santa Barbara (Mr. Chase), 
which gentleman is so far acquainted with 
everything pertaining to the subject th at he 
does not desire to hear more upon it, but 1 
feel in this case as if I were defending a good 
case before a doubtful jury-, s° far as part of 
th e Senate are concerned, anyhow. 
I am, 
w ith Senator Kane, opposed to this entire bill. 
1 a:n opposed to this bill from beginningtoend, 
tor it is, I do not say crude, b ut an a b o rtio n . I t 
has been incited to passage, and to introduc­ 
tion into the Legislature, either through ig­ 
norance o r through m alic e, and so far as th at 
remark goes I have nothing to take hack. 
I 
a ttrib u te it, w ith th at charity which distin­ 
guishes me, to ignorance and not to malice. 
I t is an unheard-of thing th at any Legisla­ 
ture of any civilized country would for one 
moment think of passing a law punishing 
w hat everybody understands to be a venial of­ 
fense by imprisonment in the State Prison, 
and marking a felon’s brand upon the forehead 
of a man who, w ithout his own volitioD , may 
be guilty of a technical violation of the Act. 
[ may probably go further in my arguments 
than 1 would be allowed to, for, as I under­ 
stand the question before the Senate to be, it 
is w hether the substitute offered by the hon­ 
orable gentleman from the N inth (Mr. Con­ 
ger) is to be adopted by the Senate in lieu of 
the original section, or the amendments rec­ 
ommended by the committee are to be 
adopted. 
B ut since the other Senators— 
properly, 1 think, and in this I differ with 
m y friend, Senator Chase—have fully dis­ 
cussed the m erits of this bill, as well as the 
influence which our action will have upon 
this most im portant branch of industry and 
business, I may be excused if I discuss this 
bill at length at this time, and should forbear 
doing it at another. 
I t has been well said by 
gentlemen who favor this bill, and those who 
oppose it, th at the entire force of the bill for 
■good or evil lies in the fourth section. 
I 
claim th at the substitute offered by the gen­ 
tlem an from the N inth is just as inefficacious 
as the original hill, aud differs from it only 
in one thing, that it permits the Senate to 
vote for something that is a little more sen­ 
sible, aud le.-s absurd, than the hill as sent to 
us from the Assembly. 
Now, I for one, believe th a t the members 
of the Assembly are endowed with as much 
wisdom as any other legislative body th at 
either has assembled now or has been assem­ 
bled before; but I do not for one moment 
doubt th at when this bill, in its deformity, in 
its nakedness and in its unfinished state 
was sent to this Senate, th at when all the 
amendments proposed by wise and thinking 
legislators in the other House were rejected, 
it came to ue not for the purpose of passing it 
in the way in which it was, but th at a solemn 
tru st has been confided to our hands to amend 
it to suit both the Constitution and the inter­ 
ests of the people. I think th at those gentle­ 
men who are in favor of passing the bill in 
the shape in which it came to us from the 
Assembly are impelled by a motive of cur­ 
ing an evil by means which never will reach 
it, and they arc inclined to vote th at way 
from a want of knowledge of the subject. 
T he interests involved in this State and 
affected by this bill, I opine, are more than 
tw enty millions of dollars — not reaching 
gentlemen whom we have heard discussed. 
I name no nam es; for Mr. Flood is no more 
to ms than any other citizen—not aimed to 
reach any man who has made money out of 
this, but aimed to destroy and prohibit a 
business which, I believe, has been conducive 
of as much good and as little evil as any 
other 
ABUSES. 
A ll the abuse it has given rise to is not 
attributable to that element which is sought 
to be affected by this bill. 
The abuse to 
■which it has given rise lies in the nature of 
m an ; greed, avarice, and every other motive 
which has impelled man to wager, has im­ 
pelled people to lose their money, and they 
have never—I am speaking of those who have 
been most unfortunate—used their judgm ent 
in that business as they would in any other 
business which theyundertook. 
I believe the 
bill is pernicious; I believe th at the gentle­ 
m an who introduced it don’t know how far it 
bears. 
I know perfectly well th at for a Sen­ 
ator to rise on this floor and to attack a bill 
like this, places him in the position of an 
iconoclast. 
1 have committed mauy errors 
myself. W henever I did, it was because—not 
but th at I m eant well—but I did not know 
well how, when or where to do it. 
In this 
instance it is with some misgivings I have 
taken this 
position 
and tram pled upon 
prejudices 
th at 
are 
absurd, aud which 
find 
no 
room 
in the mind or heart 
of 
any 
thinking 
man. 
W e 
are 
not 
assembled here as children ; we are not assem­ 
bled here as school boys; we are not assem­ 
bled here as idiots who can look at the ques­ 
tion only upon the surface—th at is not the 
trust that has been imposed upon us here. 
I 
say this, Mr. President, th at the spirit of 
speculation is not wrong in itself. 
I claim 
th at the spirit of speculation springs from the 
fact that there is always, in all the affairs of 
men, a cropping ont of surplus funds which 
have to find their vent. 
I do not believe I 
can startle anybody by advancing the theory, 
which nevertheless is correct, th at surplus 
capital in a community is like steam power— 
wholesome, good and useful when controlled ; 
destructive and bad whenever it gains the 
m astery over the hand th at should control it. 
To follow th at out, I claim th at in all the 
business th at is usually done in the world the 
result is usually gain, wherever the business 
has been carried on with th at application of 
sense and judgm ent which is required for all 
business. 
W henever these gains arise it is to 
find vent somewhere, and I claim specula­ 
tion does 
not in 
any way 
change thv 
aggregate of prices. 
I t is only where it be­ 
comes unwholesome th at these surplus gains, 
which 
come 
into 
the 
hands of 
men, 
are 
aggregated 
either 
into 
the 
hands 
of individuals or corporations, and are em­ 
ployed for their own ends and for the oppres­ 
sion of others. 
I t would be worse than sole­ 
cism to claim th at this is the case with min­ 
ing stocks only and nothing else. 
However, 
as the simile has been broached by some 
S 
ntlem en—I forget who—it was said that 
r. 
Keene, a well-known character and 
speculator who lived on the Pacific coast, 
had gone to the E ast and speculated in grain. 
The speculation of M r. Keene may have had 
no effect upon the supply at large, but it 
m ust have bad one effect. 
Those men who 
rushed in there blindly, and followed his lead 
to buy up grain, when he was holding it for 
his own purposes, and the natural power of 
aggregation had been given into his hands, 
m ay have lost money ; the people may have 
suffered because it made grain dearer, but 
whenever such surplus funds existing in a 
comm unity do not find the vent described, as 
the Senator from Los Angeles (Mr. W est) 
described it. viz., in some useful specula­ 
tions, it becomes dangerous; but the Senator 
from Los Angeles has not said th at speculat­ 
ing in mining stocks is not useful. H e has ad­ 
vanced no arguments to show th at speculation 
in mining stocks is any more pernicious than 
speculation in gas stocks, in water stocks, in 
m anufacturing stocks, or in any other stocks. 
E -’ery industrial pursuit involves in it a cer­ 
tain am ount of speculation. There is not one 
single industrial pursuit which can be fol­ 
lowed th at does not depend upon a certain 
am ount of risk, and I ask why not stop all of 
them ? I understand the reason th at some of 
the gentlemen have advanced is th at we en­ 
danger the poor by allowing it to go on. N ot 
.-done that, but a hundred reasons as falla­ 
cious as that, which are as little to the pur­ 
pose and as little belonging to this discussion, 
áre advanced, because it happens to be popu­ 
la r to cry this business down. 
I am candid enough to confess th at I have 
m ore than a disinterested motive in advocat- 
■jr,¿ the defeat of this b ill; I am freo to con­ 


fess th at a great m any of the men who are 
engaged in this business are personal friends 
of mine, w ith whom I associate, with whom 
I come in contact in business, w ith whom I 
come in contact socially, and therefore I 
would hate to see their business destroyed by 
any such legislation ss th at proposed here. 


THE MOST UNREASONING APPEAL 
T hat I have heard to-day comes from the 
honorable gentleman from the Twelfth (Mr. 
Gorman.) 
H e makeB his appeal and asks the 
men who so nobly stood by the new revenue 
bill to stand by this. 
I t is true the gentle­ 
man, with the calmness, and I may say with 
the good sense th at distinguishes him, made 
no spread-eagle P|>eech nor impassioned ap­ 
peal, but he forgot to give any reason why 
they should do so. I believe I can give a rea­ 
son why they should not, and the reason, I 
believe, 13 obvious to anybody who is at all 
familiar w ith the history of the State. W hen 
we cannot look further than an Italian vege­ 
table garden of the Mission Dolores, when­ 
ever we cannot rise to look beyond the 
green fields of Alameda, then 1 say it is 
a good policy to build a Chinese wall around 
the city of San Francisco, and to prevent 
stock gambling, as it is called, or stock spec­ 
ulations, and to invite the honest grange* to 
contribute his mite for the support of the 
metropolis. 
There are countries beyond 
C alifornia; the great S tate of Nevada is 
tributary to n s in everything; the territory 
of Arizona is tributary to us ; Idaho Is a ter­ 
ritory tributary to us, and W ashington and 
Oregon, tor many and vast interests th at 
are 
fostered 
there. 
There 
are 
none 
more im portant in the 
past and likely 
to be of more vast im portance in the future 
than the m ining interest. 
I have said that 
every industrial pursuit involves more or less 
speculation. 
I t is true as much, though in a 
larger degree, of the m iner as it is of the 
stockherder or farm er or wheat-grower, the 
vintner or the m anufacturer, and there is not 
a branch of business in the whole world that 
is not affected—w hether it is mining for gold, 
silver, copper or quicksilver. 
I do not say 
we can by this bill suppress it, but we can 
lay untold difficulties in the way th at amount 
to almost suppression. 
I think there are to 
this, as to most questions, two sides. 
To 
show you further, let me recur to a p a rt of 
the history of this State. 
In lSlKMil the 
world drew its supply of copper m ainly from 
South America, and scatteringly from other 
countries. 
In th at year there was a rise in 
copper; whether it was on account of the 
war or not, I do not say, but it certainly wa3 
not on account of what we call gambling specu­ 
lations. 
A few individuals in this St ate fol­ 
lowed th at pursuit, and enormous fortunes 
have been gained and tremendous works 
have been reared. 
G reat mining enterprises 
have taken their rise from that, and a great 
many of the Senators may have engaged in 
them 
for 
aught I know. 
A s soon 
as 
the people at large realized 
th at there 
was profit in the speculation, the unthinking 
mass rushed in and bliudly placed their 
money where tWh-e could not have br en the 
remotest chance for them to get a cent back. 
Now, I ask the gentlemen representing the 
W orkingm en’s party (except M r. Kane, who 
has already taken a sensible view of this case) 
has the laborer been injured by th at specula­ 
tion ? 
W hy not stop it? The industry is 
still going on, to a modified extent, and w hat 
has created the industry here except capital, 
aggregated through speculation in interests in 
these mines ? I will go further, and give you 
an example. 
In the years 1871-2 the m anu­ 
facture of borax was almost a monopoly in 
English hands, the greatest supply being 
drawn from Italy. 
If I remember right, it 
ranged in those days at a price between 30 
and 40 cents per pound, but I may be mis­ 
taken as to that. 
In this wonderful State of 
Nevada, which has done the laborer so much 
harm, according to the gentlemen who are in 
favor of this bill, they found vast fields 
of the s a lt; a tremendous am ount of capital 
again flows into the State of N evada for the 
purpose of developing these resources. 
They 
were developed, labor was engaged, large 
works erected; persons who were at first en­ 
gaged in th at pursuit reaped large gains, but 
th at class of persons who went into th at busi­ 
ness w ithout understanding it, again lost 
their money. 
W as the laborer injured by it? 
W as the State injured by it? Is not th at 
speculation ? 
W hy don’t the Legislature rise 
up and put a stop to it? 
In this State, but a 
very short time ago, the people speculated 
upon the amount of produce and grain—men 
imported grain 
bags 
before 
they were 
needed—and the partial failure of one crop 
upset three or four business houses. 
Do yon 
see the bad effect of growing grain ? 
These 
men were in business; it was speculation; 
we ought to stop it. 
W hen the coal oil lands were discovered in 
the State of Pennsylvan-.a, there was never 
before seen such a speculation in the U nited 
States, and which reached to the furthest 
ends of the globe. 
I would like to see the 
gentleman who would tell me th a t there was 
no s(>eculation in that. 
The fortunate finder 
of wells became as w ealthy as an y body; 
those who had oil lands, or supposed oil lauds, 
became wealthy, and the m iner and the 
laborer, and every poor man who had nothing, 
found work, and alm ost attained affluence 
from it. 
THAT WAS SPECULATION, 
And wise (!) legislators, such as we believe 
we are, should have to stop all that. I would 
like to beg these gentlemen who are in favor 
of this bill to tell me if the advent #f every 
gold-hunter, and every m erchant, aud every 
laborer, and every mechanic lured to this 
State upon the discovery of the first nugget 
by M arshall at Colonia, was not a speculator 
in the wildest sense of the term ? 
W as not 
th at speculation ? W hat has this speculation 
done for this State ? I t has made it great, 
for it is the result of the acquisitive spirit of 
man, th at impels him to use his means for 
the purpose of further gains. 
I concede th at 
there are men looking to these gains merely 
for selfish purposes; th at they try to acquire 
it only for the purpose of having power, or 
for the purpose of indulging in pleasures, but 
I 
think 
there 
are 
other 
men 
who 
make th at 
their 
pursuit for 
a better 
and 
nobler 
desire—th at 
of 
benefiting 
their fellow-men. 
I would be 
the 
last 
to claim th at a man need only to become 
rich, be it by work or speculation, to w ither 
all the better and nobler impulses in his 
heart. 
I am the last to think th at the mo­ 
m ent a man buttons his pockets over his 
gains he shuts the door to kindness and 
hum anity, and neighborly love and charity. 
If we were less envious of those who have 
been more fortunate than ourselves, I think 
we might be m orecharitable in our judgment. 
This is what underlies the whole spirit of this 
bill. 
I t is the yellow envy of not having had 
anticipations realized—this sacred hunger 
after gold unappeased. 
If the author of this 
bill had been successful, I da not believe we 
would have heard of it, and he would not 
have been so eager—not to put the new Con­ 
stitution into force, which is the duty of all of 
us, but to wreak his vengeance upon those 
who have not injured him. 
I will not say he 
injured them, for I know nothing about it. 
I claim, M r. President, when you compare 
stock speculation to gambling, th at it is like all 
gambling, and I defy any Senator to look 
into his heart and say th at it is false, when I 
state th at the sin of gambling lies in losing. 
I have never yet heard a man preach against 
stock gambling, or anything else, if he hap­ 
pened to be fortunate. 
There are two things 
which have called th at up more forcibly than 
anything else. 
I w ant you to compare the 
fatlure of Adams & Co., wheu every loafer 
and every vagrant sought the aid of his fel­ 
low men because he bad lost his thousands 
in th at failure, to the cries of those people who 
have been ruined by J . C. Flood & O'Brien, 
because they have forced their points upon 
them. 
W hy, M r. President, I know some­ 
thing of th at of my own knowledge. 
I have 
never asked a single one of the so-called m in­ 
ing operators to give me his counsel, advice 
or aid in stock gambling ; but I know th at 
thousands have rushed there for the purpose 
of being advised, and those thousands are as 
unthinking in th at as they are in any other 
investm ent—these thousands who go there 
thinking th at these men have to disclose their 
business to them and expect them to tell them 
the truth. 
I say th at many of them have 
been sent away with the advice th at they 
m ind their own business and not gamble in 
stocks 
Those who have lost. Mr. President, 
have lost, not because of the wickedness of 
these men, but they have lost because they 
did not exercise even common judgment— 
even the most common care and prudence— 
in a business which requires the highest order 
of intellect and acute judgm ent beyond any 
other pursuit. 
Now, w hat do we propose to 
do? W e propose by th i■ bill—not, as has 
been said by the honorable gentleman from 
the F irst D istrict (M r. Satterw hite)—not, I 
say, to prohibit a man from doing business in 
the way in which he is inclined to do it, and 
has a right to do it, and ought to be protected 
by law in doing it, but by preventing him 
from doing it a t all, 
By thus revolutionizing 
the system of doing business, I tell you, M r. 
President, th a t the poor man who is endowed 
w ith the power and will to work, and not 
with the purse of Fortunatas, is the man who 
profits by the spirit of speculation, where 
men in business, better off than the poor, but 
w ith less sense, haye lost their money. 


t h e p r o f i t s o f t h i s s p i r i t o f s p e c u la ­ 
t i o n 
In mines seek other outlets and other avenues 
[ oí business, which you have seen right here 


in Sacramento, where General W illiams, who 
¡ has made his millions in Nevada, has been 
1 reclaiming I don’t know how many acres,but, 
a t any rate, an island. 
I t is shown in the 
improvem ent of every city, town and ham ­ 
let, and I claim th at where a few injudicious, 
foolish, 
adventuresome people 
have lost 
money, thousands have not lost, but gained 
a livelihood, and hundreds have gained afflu­ 
ence. 
I ask, w hat do we propose to do? W e 
propose to set ourselves up to protect the peo­ 
ple of the State of California against their 
own acts and inclinations. 
W e propose _ by 
this legislation to protect the unwary and im­ 
prudent, and the reckless gambler from ruin­ 
ing himself and his property. 
There is, as 
the legal gentlemen in the Senate are aware, 
a law now in existence by which, whenever a 
man becomes incapable of managing his own 
affairs, his well-meaning relatives—I may be 
a little ironical 
now—aud 
disinterested 
friends apply to the 
Probate Court to 
obtain 
a 
guardianship 
of 
his 
person 
and estate, 
and 
especially 
his 
estate, 
i U nder 
the 
common 
law 
it 
was 
Í held th at the man who was non compo» 
I mentis should be protected, and the direction 
I of his affairs be given to some one else. They 
went so far th at they thought th a t women 
! did not know enough, and they had to pro­ 
tect th em ; bu t we have given up that 
position, and there are plenty of them that 
j are just as wi.-e as men. 
A nd that law is iu 
existence now—whenever a man proves in­ 
capable you appoint a guardian of his person 
I ami estate. 
And we are asked now to con­ 
sider this question, for upon us devolves the 
duty of either doing w hat is xi-ght or w hat is 
wrong upon this question. 
We are asked 
now to constitute ourselves the guardians of 
the persons and the esta'esof a community like 
th at of California—a comm unity containing 
men as wise, as able, as skillful, as shrewd, aud 
women for th at m atter, too, as there are in 
any comm unity in the world. 
A nd we are 
a-ked to declare them non compos mentis, 
th at is, incapable of attending to their own 
affairs, and to constitute this honorable body 
the guardians of this community. 
W hy, 
a century hence, when the historian, the 
statesm an, the student, the scholar will 
read the history of our era, he will smile 
when lie looks a t such legislation as this, as 
we to-day smile a t the enactm ent of th e Con­ 
necticut blue law.-:, or the attem pt to legis­ 
late in centuries gone by a religious faith into 
our fore-fathers, and the attem pt was not one 
w hit more ridiculous. 
I say where we do it 
we show our w ant of wisdom. 
W e show our 
w ant of experience as much as they did cen­ 
turies ago. 
I t may be said th at I have risen 
for the purpose of scolding; it may well 
be asked, especially by m y friend Senator 
Chase, why did 1 get up to talk upon this 
question ? I t may be asked is there a mode 
ot preventing this ; is there a mode of wise 
legislation to do w hat ought to be done for 
the people, since, as I hopo and believe a ma­ 
jority of this Senate are opposed to the stu­ 
pid measures embodied in this bill? W ell, I 
say there is, and if we look at the niagnitude 
of the interests involved, there should be. 
There is, as I have stated, almost to my cer­ 
tain knowledge, a capital in cash of uo less 
than $10,000,000 invested in stocks. Pass this 
bill as the Assembly has sent it to us—it 
is 
true 
the 
evil 
m ay 
be 
averted, 
although I am not prepared to adm it it, 
except for argum ent’s sake—and stocks will 
fall to nothing. 
They will be taken up, com­ 
prising the substance of our fellow-citizens, 
and sent elsewhere where Legislatures are 
more wise and 
more statesmanlike. 
I t 
may be said th at 
for 
the 
purpose of 
eradicating the 
evil 
no loss can occur 
but w hat would sink into insignificance by 
the comparison. 
T hat would be such a stulti­ 
fication th at I do not think it needs any argu­ 
ment, for I say th at the business and sale of 
mining stocks are so interwoven w ith all the 
industries, with the welfare of the laborer, the 
mechanic, the team ster, the farmer, the m er­ 
chant, and every class of interests iu the State, 
th at the argument would not hold good. Only 
the other day when your committee was sent 
into the mines for the purpose of inspecting 
them, it was obvious to anybody who cared to 
see th at the thrifty 
villages, 
with their 
sohool-houses, their banks, their hotels, their 
livery stables, the farmers with their fields 
and orchards, and in fact everybody depended 
upon w hat ? 
Upon the stalw art labor of the 
m iner 
anil 
w hat 
he 
wrested from the 
earth, aud which would not have been 
of 
any 
use 
to 
anybody 
unless 
he 
applied his intelligence and his labor toit. 
I t is very well for the man who lives near 
the center of trade aud business, where he 
can forward whatever he raises th at he does 
not need to a good m arket, to object to m in­ 
ing at a distance. I am not prepared to think 
th at there are no other people in this State 
besides m yself; th a t it is not my duty to 
advocate, protect and foster other interests 
except those th a t fall directly w ithin the 
roads on which I trav el 
I say, as has been 
rem arked by m y colleague, Senator D ickin­ 
son, this afternoon, that 
IT 18 SOT GAMBLING 
To deal in stocks. 
I t is a business th at has 
stood the test of hundreds of y e ars; a busi­ 
ness which in Loudon has assumed such 
magnitude th at the clearing-house closing for 
the week ending February 4th, of this year, 
showed over $7S4,000,000 to have changed 
hands in securities—not alone in England, 
in tin mines, in coal 
mines, not alone 
in 
railroads 
and 
State 
securities — 
but our 
mines in 
California, 
aud 
the 
mines in Nevada, which I consider a com­ 
ponent part of our State, are represented 
there. 
B ut here you w ant it destroyed— 
ou w ant it wiped out because men have 
>st money. 
I believe th a t the Senator from 
the N inth (M r. Conger), a gentleman who has 
had a vast experience of eight years dealing 
in mining stocks, was in favor of this bill, 
but like Saul, before he became St. Paul, he 
was struck with blindness, and then came to 
to light and found this section possibly does 
need an amendment. 
M r. Conger—I would like to ask the gen­ 
tlem an if he heard iuy argum ents od the bill 
the other night and on the substitute I pro­ 
posed this afternoon ? 


ARGUMENTS OR STATEMENTS. 
M r. N eum ann—I had the pleasure, and 
particularly the sorrow, of listening to them 
both, for arguments they can hardly be call­ 
ed. 
I would rather qualify them as the 
“ statem ents ” of the gen i,leman. H e infused 
a great deal of power, a great deal of rhetoric, 
and a great deal of eloquence in his re­ 
m arks and succeeded in convincing me th at he 
would like to be 
right upon this que.- 
tion, but dare not, and he is now gently 
edging 
in 
with 
his first little 
am end­ 
m ent. 
B ut th e gentleman adduces, among 
other things 
ss the m ain reason 
why 
this business should be stopped, th at he 
followed it eight years, knowing all its 
ins and outs, representing hundreds of specu­ 
lators, and every one of his customers lost 
money. 
W hile I do concede th a t this is the 
strongest argum ent th at has been made in 
favor of this bill, perhaps these customers 
m ight have done better if they had employed 
some one else. 
B ut there is no reasoning iu 
that. 
O ther reasons have been advanced, 
none of them to the poi-it. 
They Bay that 
for the purpose of reforming people, for the 
purpose of having them avoid the snares of 
wagering and gambling, we Bhould restrict or 
prohibit the business, and th a t will be a uni­ 
versal panacea for all the evils th a t we have 
had depicted. 
I have heard the simile used 
fire times abouts the streets of San Francisco 
being strew n with wrecks—financial wrecks ; 
about Pauper alley teeming with men re­ 
duced to poverty, who do nothing and never 
did do anything except hang around the 
Stock Board and see how prices ranged. One 
gentleman pathetically said th at the Bay of 
San Francisco was “ stiff” w ith the corpses 
th at floated there of suicides, ruined by th at 
business. 
A nother talks about the widow 
and the orphan th at cry out to Heaven 
for vengeance upon those men who make us 
lose our money; in fact, I almost believe, after 
all I have heard, th at those brokers are no 
better than a lot of highwaymen, with the 
exception of the Senator from the N inth (Mr. 
Conger), who hasq u itth e business; th at they 
stand on the corners and tell you, “ Your 
money or your life ; buy stocks, or up you 
go,” still such argum ent as th at is somewhat 
ridiculous. 
I do not believe there is anyone 
who is forced into buying stocks. 
I myself 
had my experience in it, and also was on the 
wrong side of the house; I have lost a great 
deal more, a t my age, than I will ever earn 
again, and I have lost it like thousands of 
others, because I was a fool, and you gentle­ 
men don’t know w hat a drawback th at is to a 
man. [Laughter.] So I say th at this is the 
panacea th at is offered. 
The moment you 
pass this Gorley bill, as my friend, the Sena­ 
tor from the F irst (M r.Satterw hite) asks us 
to do in its original purity and beauty, as 
handed down to us from the Assembly, all 
these things will be changed; nobody will 
gamble 
in 
Btocks 
any m ore; 
nobody 
will 
buy 
any 
more 
securities or in­ 
securities —as they happen to prove some­ 
times. 
In fact, instead of looking at the stock 
ista in the morning, we will look as we ought 
to, to our prayer-book—be it missal orthe New 
Testament—and all the Burplus money which 
will be made after the Gorley bill passes will 
not be used any more for these wicked specu­ 
lations, or for the ruin of the people, but will 
be devoted to missionary purposes. It is time 
we got to th at state of beatitude ; I think it 
will be wholesome for the whole State when 
there is no more expending of money in any 


uncertain business. 
Then we will see the 
Arcadian days, when Senator W est, in the 
vineclad hills of Los Angeles, will be clad in 
“ jean s” of home m anufacture; lie will eat 
his own bread made of his owi- wheat, and 
everybody will lie happy and satisfied. 
I un­ 
fortunately belong to th a t class who want 
more than I can use, for the more I earn the 
more room I find for my money, and I am 
not satisfied with the Arcadian state. 
Now, I say, M r. President, th at there is a 
way of stopping th a t; and after having, as I 
claim to have, shown th at there is folly in the 
argum ent th at has been used in support of this 
biff, I assert th a t there is a way of putting 
a stop to abuses, and not alone a way, but I 
say it is a solemn duty of the Legi-lature to 
enforce it. 
W hatever of wrong, whatever of 
disgrace, whatever of trouble, has fallen upon 
the people of this State has never fallen upon 
them by the work of any stock broker in the 
city of San Francisco. 
I t is tin e th at there 
have been men who have been dishonest, and 
who have injudiciously speculated when their 
busiuess should have been the buying and 
selling of stocks and collecting their per­ 
centages. 
These men have found their puu- 
m ent w ithout any intervention of the law. 
HONEST BRoKEF.3. 
B ut it is also true th at the greater part of 
these men are as honorable and honest in 
their dealings as any Senator upon this floor, 
and, in fact, I say this, believing it—and not 
jocularly—th at with the exception of the pro­ 
fession of the law, considering the power th at 
is given into taeir hands, the confidence th at 
is necessarily reposed upon them in their 
transactions, there are few men iu any busi­ 
ness who are as honest and conscientious as 
the stock brokers of Sail Francisco. 
Now, I 
say, let us, in lLu of passing this puerile meas- 
uie, and 1 »mcomplimenting it when that is all 
1 say to stigmatize it—let U3 go to the root 
of the ‘-vil, and punish these men who have 
m anipulated mines—these Boards of D i­ 
rectors, of Trustees. 
Pass a law, and enforce 
it, and get uubribed juries to convict under 
it. 
T hat will reach these men ; and then 
you will have dune something to cure the 
evil. 
W hatever has been'done in the shape 
of fraud—whatever has 1 een done iu the 
shape of rascality, has always been done 
through tha machinations of men who have 
located wild-cat mines and have iucorpcrated 
companies without 
p ro p erty ; 
wiio have 
placed them upon the stock boards—and l.o 
stock board has a right to refuse them, except 
upon actual knowledge th at it is a fraud. 
I 
say th at the remedy lies in th at direction. 
I 
say th at a wise Legislature should enact laws 
for th at purpose, for th at protection which 
we need and which we want. 
1 am speaking 
now as one of the people. 
Instances have 
been innumerable where men have obtained 
control of a mine, where they have spread 
false report* for the purpose of inducing 
people to invest in them ; where they have 
made their 
misrepresentations 
not alone 
to 
the 
people, 
but 
to 
the 
very 
brokers themselves, 
expecting 
th at they 
w mid report the false information given, 
and when everything else failed, they have 
committed the crime which the Senator from 
the Thirteenth (M r. Enos) has attributed to 
the stock-brokers—th at of stealing from the 
pockets of the people by levying fraudulent 
assessments. 
W e are told by Senator Enos, 
and, I believe, Senator Gorman, th a t the 
enormous amount of $78,000,000, in assess­ 
ments, has been drawn from the pockets of 
the people. 
W as this done by the Stock 
Board? 
W as it ever countenanced by the 
Stock Board ? 
Have they not by rules of 
their own framing stricken companies from 
their lists and denied them the privilege of 
having their stock bought or sold in their 
board or by their members, for and on ac­ 
count of swindling and fraudulent practices ? 
N ot one single stock broker, except a few 
who have long since been sent over to the 
other side 
of 
the 
financial 
Styx 
on 
account 
of 
their 
thieving 
propensities, 
have 
ever been 
reached 
by reproach— 
th at is, justly reached by reproach—such 
as is conveyed in the arguments of the 
friends of the hill. 
I t is well known to us 
from the city th at the most unblushing frauds 
have been committed in regard to tiie m an­ 
agement of this class of mining companies ; 
th at mines have been stolen ; th at spurious 
title deeds have been given ; th at false re­ 
ports have be.n circulated, and they even 
went 
so 
far 
as 
to 
steal 
and 
sell 
the old 
candle - ends, 
and 
scrap - irun, 
and 
I 
would 
like 
to 
know 
whether 
w'e will punish the enemies of Mr. Gorley for 
th at which the others have dune. 
L et the 
D irector or President who does not act iu 
Rood faith be convicted of felony like any 
other thief, when it is proven, and let those 
people who cringe and fawn upon the rich 
treat such a scoundrel as a thief when he has 
stolen in th at way, although you cannot prove 
i t ; but do not appeal to me as one of the 
legislators of this body to set these things 
right by a fraud, which I would call the en­ 
actm ent of this bill as it stands. 
Mr. President, I hope th at I will be for­ 
given if I have swerved from the subject, but 
it behooves me to state before the Senate 
that, so far as this bill is concerned, I am not 
alone unalterably opposed to it because I 
deem it a reflection on the good sense and 
fairness of this Senate, but I claim th at no 
amendment, strive how we may, will make 
this a decent measure. 
B ut I say th at the 
amendm ent proposed by the committee will 
at least remove this one stigma, th at we are 
not here to serve the purpose of some one 
who wants to get even with somebody else. 
I Bhall be opposed to the am endm ent 
offered by Senator Conger. I t is well meant, 
but badly drawn, and it has not the effect 
which it ought to have. 
I shall vote for the 
amendm ent as proposed by the committee, 
and it behooves me to state some of my 
reasons for that. 
Leaving aside the folly, 
the silliness and the absurdity of the first 
section altogether—and I do not know what 
ass has drawn it for Captain Gorley and 
asked him to introduce it, for Captain Gor­ 
ley is too bright a man to be cuilty of any 
such production ; leaving aside the second sec­ 
tion, which grammatically, orthographically, 
syntaxticallv and any other way is no b e tte r; 
leaving aside Section 3, which is, if any­ 
thing, cruder still, I say this, th at no law 
th at is proposed to me, which, obviously, is 
introduced to fraudulently take advantage of 
anybody else, will gain my support. 
I feel 
gratified to see—and I wish it understood th at 
I im pute no improper motives to anybody—I 
feel gratified to see some of my friends, and I 
have learned to love most of them , th at can­ 
not give their support to a measure th at has 
nothing else in view. 
I wish to call the at­ 
tention particularly of Senator W est to this 
subject, and see w hether my construction of 
this sentence is correct or not. 
I desire the 
Senator to remember the language of the 
Constitution, th at all sales of stock fLall be 
regulated or prohibited, and it may be proper 
to add th at if some Senator were to propose 
a bill entirely prohibiting the sale of mining 
stocks, I might vote for it, for the sake of 
trying the experiment. 


THE CONSTITUTION FURTHER SAT8 : 
“ A ll contracts for the sale of shares, etc., 
on inargiD, or to be delivered at a future 
(lay. shall be void,” etc. 
The gentleman who 
drafted this bill for Captain Gorley—for I do 
not accuse him of having done it—reads it 
this way, and I would like to call the atten­ 
tion of Senator M oreland and the rest of the 
lawyers to it—the wiseacre who drafted this 
bill for Captain Gorley says: “ A ll sales 
where there is no money, or where there is 
less than the full money consideration paid, 
accompanied by a surrender of the stock or 
shares bought and sold, are hereby prohib­ 
ited." 
I t is true th at the man who drew this bill 
for Captain G o rle y m eant exactly the reverse. 
I recite th at as one of the instances of the 
nature of the bill th at has been sent to us 
by the Assembly, and th at it is advocated by 
gentlemen, I know, because they have not 
looked at it and studied it particularly. 
I 
cannot get force enough now to describe the 
absurdity, the stupidity, the assm inity of the 
man who Grew it. If Senator W est will pardon 
me, I wish to call his attention to this Sec­ 
tion 4, about which this wrangle has been 
from beginning to end. 
I t reads : 
“ Brokers are hereby prohibited from using, 
loaning, hypothecating or selling any stock 
on band belonging in whole or in part to a 
customer.” 
_ 
_ 
I t means th at brokers shall do nothing with 
any stocks belonging to their customers which 
they have in their hands, except buy them . 
Now this, if it stood alone, m ight be a good 
enough measure for actual prohibition of any 
sales, but I do not w ant to go into the ques­ 
tion w hether it is necessary to control men in 
their stock transactions, or in the purchase or 
sale of merchandise or la n d ; I propose to 
speak ujjon th at when we come to pass upon 
the bill, if it ever goes th at far—which I 
hope will never be the case, for the credit of 
the Senate. 
The section stops there, and 
after the semicolon they go on and say: 
“ B ut they shall hold all stocks th at may 
come into their hands, belonging in whole or 
in p art to their customers, inviolate, and 
shall at any time, upon demand, and apon 
paym ent of all arrearages upon the same, de­ 
liver np the identical stock purchased for 
him, and none other.” 
No w these words, “ either in whole oi in part, ” 
are either without meaning or they mean th is: 
If the stock belongs in whole to the customer, 
if the customer has paid for it, the stock can­ 
not belong to the customer in whole and 
leave any right whatever in the hands of the 


agent to deal with it. 
In one word, the cus­ 
tomer, if he has paid for his stock, takes it 
out of the hands of the broker whenever it so 
suits him, and the stock consequently be­ 
comes a special deposit in the hands of the 
broker, for which he is responsible, or should 
be responsible under the Penal Code. 
B ut in 
stock which is paid for only in part, the factor 
or agent as well as tbe customer has an inter­ 
est, and it is this : th at the factor has loaned 
bis customer his means for the purpose of 
effecting a purchase, and to th at extent he is 
interested in w hat is iu his hands ; with the 
customer, th at he has paid p art of the pur­ 
chase price and has an interest in it to th at 
extent. 
Then the words “ in whole” are non­ 
sense, like a gieat deal more of this bill 
aud we will pass it and come to the ti ue 
meaning of the section, which is, that all Btock 
which comes into the hands of the brokers 
belonging iu part to their customers shall be 
held inviolate. 
They shall keep th at invio­ 
late, aud shall a t any time, upon demand, 
deliver up the identical stock purchased for 
him, and 110 other. 
Now I ask you, Stnator 
W est, not alone as a fair, candid man, hut as 
a man of analytical uiind far above the 
ordinary mass o: people, how you can recon­ 
cile your c nscieuce with voting for a sec­ 
tion like this? 
I t 
m eins 
th at I may 
go to you, Senator W est, and a.-k you to buy 
for me a lot of w heat; I will pay you on that 
wheat so much money, aud you will advance 
for me the ie>t, and you will keep th at as 
security until I call for it, to which you agree. 
The wheat is bought, and 1 have known in­ 
stances where its fluctuations have been, not 
ou as large a scale perhaps as iu stocks—be­ 
cause the intrinsic value of w heat is measured 
entirely differently—but enough to takeaw ay 
all security th at you have iu the lot of wheat 
th at you 
have 
bought for 
me, and I, 
under 
the 
principle 
of 
this 
bill, 
if | 
wheat 
were 
included 
here, 
I 
can 
tell you to hold th at 
wheat until I get 
ready to call for it. 
There will he a war be­ 
tween Russia anil Turkey, or between Russia 
and Prussia, and then w heat is bound to go 
np, and you will have to hold it for ten years, 
or until I demand its return. 
I am giving 
you the exact language and the only in ter­ 
pretation you can put upon it, and yet we 
are asked, for the protection of the people of this 
State aud the poor men, as Senator Gorman 
feelingly describes them —for the protection 
of the poor people we are asked to perm it 
other people to commit a fraud which should 
consign them to the jail, and I defy any gen­ 
tlem an to give a different interpretation of 
th at which I have read. 
I would like to hear 
any law yer in this Senate say th at I am 
wrong in it. 
B ut is it not needless to speak 
of th at when the whole till bristles with just 
such faults, with iniquities, w ith contradic­ 
tions and with rascalities? 
Whose fault it is I neither know nor care. 
Then comes a section which we Lave not con­ 
sidered. 
I call the attention of the Senate to 
th at section. I know you will nut ask me to 
vote for that. 
I t is the sixth section. 
I t is a 
good section probably for the man who 
drafted this bill for Captain Gorley. 
I be­ 
lieve he is a detective. 
It says th at one-half 
of the fine shall go to the informer. Senator 
W est, a man of your experience knows ex­ 
actly 
w hat 
the 
moiety system 
led 
to 
in the L nited StateR. 
I t has beeu abolished 
because it has been the source of more per­ 
jury, corruption, injustice, iniquity and op­ 
pression, sanctioned by law, than any other 
measure th at ever existed in the United 
States. 
There was not a man, except those 
vile fellows who directly made their living 
out of such business, th at was not opposed 
to it, and here you have got it looming up in 
all its monstrous shape in this Gorley bill— 
in this measure th at has been sentto us for the 
purpose of protecting 
the 
poor. 
I t is 
useless 
for 
me, 
M r. 
President, 
to 
say more, and I should not have opened niv 
mouth upou this question, owing to my usual 
bashfulness and modesty, but I could not sit 
still and see such a m ea-ure as this pass. 
I 
have had my say. 
I do hope th at the Sena­ 
tors who have the least inclination to vote in 
favor of this bill, as it is before the Senate 
and unamended, will look at it and study its 
words before they place themselves on record 
for any such measure as this.

D e sig n f o r P l a t * . — A 
handsom e

sign for a w ooden o r C h in a p la te is th a t of 
a b u tte rfly on th e lo w er th ird , w ith tw o 
small b ird s in th e c e n te r p u rsu in g , an d 
th re e in th e u p p e r th ird , still sm aller, fol­ 
lowing. 


S im p lic ity .— The new style of light 
furniture all tends toward simplicity. For 
instance, sideboards and buffets arc made 
of plain upright sticks, that any one can 
dress out, upholding light shelves, the 
whole covered with cloth of any pleasing 
tint. Fringe ornamentation may bo added. 
H a n tels.—Warble mantels are no longer 
left bare. 
Out from a rough light board a 
mantel top of design to suit, cover with 
creton, or maroon scarlet or other cloth, or 
with emOosscd leather, velvet or plush, or 
with any neat cheaper material. 
Hang the 
front with a curtain (lambrequin like) 
aud ornament with fringes to taste. 
H o r s e s h o e s .— To prepare a horseshoe 
for decoration, clean well, clear out the 
nail-holes, coat the plain side with white 
of egg, dust with gold bronze. On the back 
fasten tinted paper, in the center of which 
sketch a flower or other design, or place 
there a small photograph ora deealcomanie 
picture. 
Hang by scailet ribljon from the 
two upper nail-lioles.

E a s e l s.—For cabinet pictures on the 
mantel, by cutting half-round half-iuch 
moldiug into strips of desired length, 8, 
10 or 12 inches, and securing the cross­ 
pieces to the uprights with common pins,1 
•ut in half. 
Place two pieces on the back 
l* the shape of the letter X to brace the 
easel. 
Attach the log by two staples 
linked, which make of pins or a bit of wire. 
A little care will enable any one to make 
very neat easels of this character for a few 
•ents. 
Pictures.—To frame engravings cheaply, 
lay the glass flat upon the mat, with a 
backing of ouc-qnarter-inch seasoned pine 
hoard, and bind the edges with tinted 
paper. 
The effect is very pleasing, and the 
picture thus mounted may be set on an 
easel, a mantel, table, or even in the cor­ 
ner on the floor. 
If there is placed be­ 
neath the tinted paper half-iuch, half- 
rouud bead, whieh cau lie had at auy 
planing mill for a few cents, the effect is 
improved much, or even two or three 
thicknesses of pasteboard strips will make 
a neat moldiug. 
Samplers.—At a recent tea party at 
New Rochelle, N. Y., the ladies all wore 
•ld-fashioned samplers for aprons, upon 
each of which the legend, “ Polly put the 
kettle on,” was rudely inscribed over a 
freely conventionalized tea-kettle.

Large Easbls.—Common bamboo fish- 
ing-poles, cut in tivc or six-foot upright, 
and 
and 11-foot horizontal pieces, and 
bound together by light malleable copper 
wire, passing through holes at the half- 
diamcter of the sticks, make very hand­ 
some parlor easels that will uphold heavy 
pictures. 
Dress the bamboo with coarse 
and fine saud-paper, and clean out the 
joints with the point of a penknife. The 
wood will finish r.pon in a beautiful cream- 
eolored tint. 
For the leg use a bamboo 
hinged by a wire cross-piece incased in a bit 
of small bamboo. To brace the easel split a 
bamboo stick and with very small screws 
fasten to the back (convex side outward) in 
the shape of a letter X. 
Let the ends of 
the X protrude and the effect is improved. 
You can stripe, gild or bronze the tips and 
joints, or ornament with brass or nickel­ 
headed taeks, or ornament in any other 
way taste and ability may dictate. 
Mb s'us.—Menus worked in silks on a 
ailk foundation are now made in a new 
way. 
They have a cardboard frame the 
size of an ordinary menu card, and this is 
covered with silk, with a delicate floral 
design to one side ; a second piece of silk- 
covered aud worked cardboard is then sewn 
ou just half the width—the design ¡3 on 
this half, aud sometimes a small mono­ 
gram ; the card then slips in between these 
two pieces, half of it 
showing, 
aud 
can be taken out to be examined and put 
back again easily. 
A little silk-covered 
rest is added at the back, so that the frame 
stands on the table like an easel. 
The 
whole is bound with a very narrow silk 
cord the color of the silk. 
Thus a fresh 
menu can be substituted at every dinner.

DOMESTIC SEW S. 


Tbc Chinese Question Majority nnd Mi­ 
nority Reports o'.' the "H urd Tim es" 
C om m ittee. 
W a s h in g to n , March 19th.—The special 
report on the Chinese immigration question 
of the House committee appointed to inquirí 
into the causes o! depre.-si n of labor was 
presented to the Ho i e to-day. The major­ 
ity report is signed by Chairman Hendrick 
B. Wright an i .Messrs. Munch, Dickey aui 
O’Oonnor, and was accompanied by two mi­ 
nority reports, one signed by Messrs. Martin 
and Sherwin. and the other by Cowgil of In­ 
diana. The majority report, it is asserted, is 
based on a careful examination of witnesses, 
and at once concludes that Chinese immigra­ 
tion is destroying the trade and materially 
affecting the businesss of Sun I rancisco and 
the whole Pacific coast. 
Thousands of 
industrious white men and women are 
abso utely thrown out of employment, 
Chinese labor being used throughout the 
whole coast as a substitute tor wfiite labor. 
It asserts that the subject is assuming alarm­ 
ing importance, and that the entire population 
of the Pacific coast, as far as could bs ascer­ 
tained, is host le to Chinese immigration, and 
especially in the city of San Francisco, where 
a population of 35,000 or 40,000 Chinese are 
located in the heart of the city. This Asiatic 
element is governed by their own laws, living 
in dirt and filth, ami evading all responsibility 
of municipal taxation. This state of things, 
the majority say, induced the authorities of 
the State to propose a law and submit it to 
the people to ascertain the sentiment of citi­ 
zens of the State upou the propriety of allow­ 
ing the immigration to continue. The result 
of the vote testing public opinion on this 
question was of almost entire unanimity, 
154,000 voters, through their ballots, being in 
opposition to a continuance of the immigra­ 
tion, and only 800 favoring it. The majority 
further state that, in their opinion, unless 
some decisive action be taken by Congress, 
there is danger to be apprehended regarding 
the welfare and solidity of the government 
of the State of California. The majority 
recommend, as a temporary measure of relief, 
that the bill of the last session, limiting the 
landing of but fifteen Chinese from one ves­ 
sel, be adopted by Congress, leaving 
out the two sections engrafted by the 
Senate upon the bill which recommended an 
abrogation of our treaty with China, which 
was, the report says, probably ihe cause of 
the bill being vetoed by the President. The 
report continuing, says : Something must be 
granted to the people of the Pacific slope, and 
until it is there is great danger of internal 
commotion and revolution. The people have 
reached a point beyond which it becomes an 
absolute necessity on the part of the Govern­ 
ment to interfere and prevent a great wrong 
being inflicted upon that coast. The influx of 
Chinese is not only depressing the price of 
labor and monopolizing the industries of the 
people there, but their manners, customs and 
habits are undermining the moral and social 
condition of the State, and in order to dispose 
of the question in a definite manner, the 
majority offer a joint resolution presented in 
the House to-day, proposing to abrogate that 
part of the treaty between the United States 
and China, relating to immigration. 
The minority views of Representatives 
Sherwin and .Martin concur in the recom­ 
mendation of the majority regarding the pas­ 
sage of a law limitiug immigration to not 
more than fifteen Chinese on one vessel, but 
do not indorse the proposed joint resolution. 
The minority report of Representative 
Cowgill asserts that the majority of the com­ 
mittee refused to put the witnesses under the 
obligations of an oath as to the truth or 
falsity of their statements, and refused to 
snbpena any one to appear before them. As 
ti result, with but one or two exceptions, none 
but the most visionary and partial witnesses 
appeared before them; that the evidence 
taken is wholly unreliable, and if believed is 
much better calculated to mislead than 
enlighten 
any one. 
The 
committee, 
under the 
purview of the resolution 
creating it, had no authority to investigate 
the Chinese question, excepting as far as Chi­ 
nese labor incidentally may affect the general 
subject of labor ; that the evidence taken at 
San Francisco by- the committee was of a 
character utterly unworthy of belief; that 
the course pursued by the Chairman of the 
committee in delivering addresses to Sand- 
lotters on Sabbath evenings, at one of which 
he receives the nomination by a Kearneyite 
for the Presidency, may have induced and 
encouraged that class of people to obtrude 
themselves upon the committee, and may 
have had some agency in shaping the major­ 
ity report. It asserts that the evidence is 
not of such a character as to warrant the 
conclusion of the majority in regard to Chi­ 
nese immigration. It admits the existence of 
much bitter feeling on the part of the whites 
against the Chinese, chiefly due to race pre­ 
judices, as evidenced by the result of the 
late election in California (referred to in the 
majority report). In support of the view that 
this feeling results from race prejudices, it 
cites the adoption by the State of Indiana in 
1857, in a constitutional provision, by a vote 
scarcely less decisive, by which a whole race 
was prohibited from coming into the State. 
The report concludes that whatever causes 
may have existed for the appointment of the 
committee originally, none exist at this time 
requiring its further investigations; that 
prosperity abounds everywhere, and the la­ 
borer can secure employment at a fair com­ 
pensation. The report is accompanied by the 
following resolution : 
Brmlecd, That Hon. Hendrick B. Wright, Chair­ 
man of the committee, be required to pay into the 
Uuited States Treasury any balance of the appro­ 
priation made for the use of the satrn that now 
remains in his hands, and that the committee be 
discharged from any further consideration of the 
subject. 
The Donncllj-W asliburnc Case. 
W ashington, March 19th.—The minority 
report in the Donnelly-Washburne case states 
that Washburne's majority was 3,013; that 
the district has always been largely Repub­ 
lican, the majority ranging from 2,096 to 
8,153. The report declares that little if any 
of the evidence before the committee would 
be received in any Court of justice, being 
generally hearsay, and that there is evidence 
that both sides used money to poll the dis­ 
trict and provide means for getting voters to 
the polls who were remote, etc. The can­ 
vassers were paid, also ticket-holders for 
both parties. Speakers received money, and 
the committee do not say that such use of 
money is entirely illegitimate, certainly not 
unusual. The sitting member was uuwilling 
to dignify alleged testimony by offering to 
disprove it. There was little worthy of be­ 
ing disproved. Many witnesses were disap­ 
pointed applicants for bribes. Whether or 
not the law preventing the numbering of 
ballots was constitutional, there is no law or 
precedent for rejecting the 2,282 votes thus 
numbered. The report meets all the other 
points from legal and equitable standpoints, 
and concludes that the election was fair and 
honest, and the result correctly canvassed 
and returned. 
The Colorado Indian Question Testimony 
of O uray. His Wife and Jack . 
W ash in gton, March 19th.—The House 
Committee on Indian Affairs resumed the 
examination of Ouray to-day, but failed to 
elicit any satisfactory information in regard 
to the fight with Thornburgh, the Meeker 
uassacre. or the subsequent ill treatment of 
< te captive women of the Agency by the In­ 
mans. He did not deny that they might 
we been treated as alleged, but asserted 
¿aat he knew nothing of it. 
Mrs. Ouray was- still more non-committal, 
and the committee were unable to exact any 
tiformation upon the subjects under inquiry, 
Jack was then tried, but with no better 


success. At first he positively asserted that 
he did not understand and could not speak 
English. Several questions were put to him 
in English, but he presented a most stoical 
appearance of indifference. The questions 
were then put to him in Spani-h, through an 
interpreter, with no l>etter result. The com­ 
mittee were about to abandon the examina­ 
tion when Jack suddenly surprised them in 
very good English, stating that he was not 
present at the fight and knew nothing of the 
circumstances attending it; that he met the 
soldiers three days before the fight, and tried 
to pursuade them to turn back, and that fail­ 
ing- in this and fearing trouble, he had gone 
away; that he had no hand in the Thorn- 
bureh fight or Meeker massacre. 
Chairman Scales then addressed Ouray, 
telling biin it was evident to the committee 
that they had determined not to testify, and 
that such a course would only delay matters 
and needle-sly prolong their stay htre ; that 
the object of summoning them to appear be­ 
fore the committee was to obtain their version 
of the difficulties in Colorado ; that the com­ 
mittee was friendly to them, and only 
anxious to have justice done them, and pro­ 
tect them in their rights. 
Ouray listened attentively, but made no 
reply. 
Exciting Hcliate in flic House o f Repre­

Washington. March 19th.—The debat" in 
the House of Representatives on the Marshal 
deficiency bill to-day was the most animate'! 
that has taken place since the exciting periods 
of the extra session, and the intricate and par­ 
liamentary struggle over the various amend­ 
ments called into play the ablest efforts of an 
unusually large number of leading men of 
both parties. It is generally conceded to­ 
night that the Democratic maneuver of ac­ 
cepting and treating as an original compro­ 
mise the proposition which was offered by 
Garfield ye.-terday simply as an amendment 
to an amendment, give them decidedly the 
best of the position, and the Republicans, iu 
finally voting solidly against this proposition, 
upon the ground of its being a rider to an ap­ 
propriation bill, were not altogether judi­ 
cious or justifiable. The proposition as 
finally adopted provides, in the first ¡ lace, 
for the payment ot the 87.000 due to Cali­ 
fornia Deputy Marshals of Elections, and next 
provides that all such officers shall hereafter 
be appointed by United States Judges in 
equal numbers from different political par­ 
ties, and be paid §5 per diem. It will be ob­ 
served that no rfstricri.m is placed upon the 
number that may be appointed. Seventeen 
Republicans voted for the proposition when 
the bill was in Committee of the Whole, in­ 
cluding Horace Davis, Garfield, Kelly, 
Hiseock, Rice, Harris and others of promi­ 
nence, but when the amendment came to a 
final vote by ayes and noes all the Republi­ 
cans, acting under Garfield’s own leadership, 
voted against it, with the exception of But- 
terworth, of Ohio. During the progress of 
the debate Page obtained the floor for two or 
three minutes, and iu reply to the declaration 
of a South Carolina member that the Demo­ 
cratic party was always in favor of fair elec­ 
tions, made a decided hit and called forth 
much applause from the Republican side of 
the House by showing that in various South­ 
ern districts where the Republicans are noto­ 
riously iu a majority Democratic members 
are returned as receiving practically all the 
votes. 
In fon ndcil Reports. 
ISpecial to the Rkcoru-Union.] 
Washington, March 19th.—The Star this 
evening publishes an article asserting that 
a new treaty with Cnina has been concluded, 
placing restrictions upon Chinese emigration 
to this country, etc. There is the very best 
authority for pronouncing this statement 
untrue. It is certain that no conclusion has 
been reached, and it may be stated with 
entire confidence that little or no progress has 
yet been made in the so-called negotiations. 
Reports are also current that Minister 
Seward's resignation is now, and has long 
been, in the hands of the President, and the 
Post to-day takes the President severely to 
task for withholding action upon it, charging 
that his purpose has been to give Seward as 
long a lease of official life as possible, and 
allow lihn to escape impeachment by accept­ 
ing it the last moment. These reports and 
charges are also destitute of foundation. 
The only other fresh gosrip on this subject 
is to the effect that Secretary Evarts thinks 
of transferring Minister Bingham from Japan 
to Pekin, aud also that John Russell Young 
is strongly urged for the appointment as 
Seward’s successor. 
Titles to M inins l.oeations. 
Chicago, March 19th.—The Intcr-Ocean's 
Washington special says: The House Com­ 
mittee on Mines devoted two hours to-day to 
the further consideration of the bill recently 
reported by the Public Bands Commission, so 
far as it relates to mining locations. There 
was a spirited discussion upon the proposition 
to allow a miner one year after making his 
location to discover minerals. Berry of Cali­ 
fornia and Campbell of Arizona, members of 
the committee, strenuously opposed the prop­ 
osition, but in view of the fact that in some 
parts of the country minerals are found 
from 200 to 300 feet below the surface, the 
committee determined to give prospectors 
one year in which to find them. The com­ 
mittee agreed to the amendment offered by 
Bedford of Colorado reducing the price of 
mineral lands from 85 to 82 50 per acre, and 
also extended the time for applying for a 
patent from one to two years. The section 
in reference to milling locations, as agreed to, 
is as follows: 
A mining claim located after the first day of Sep­ 
tember, 1830, may equal, but shall not exceed, a 
square of 090 feet on the side, and the same may he 
located in any shape so that neither the length nor 
breadth shall exceed 1.500 feet, nor the aggregate 
area exceed that of the square herein before first 
described. 
The section gives to the miner an area of 
twenty-two acres, but does not allow him to 
follow his mineral beyond his surface boundary 
lines. The committee are unanimously iu 
favor of the application of common law prin­ 
ciples to all mining locations hereafter to be 
made. The members of the committee de­ 
clared that there can be no prosperity in mining 
interests until relief from litigation is afford­ 
ed, and they believe that when the miner 
is confined to his side lines, there will 
be no more litigation about mining claims 
than there is about agricultural lands. The 
committee are moving slowly in this matter, 
because they recognize the great importance 
of the subject, and the necessity of enacting 
a law that will secure the miner in his rights 
and shield and protect him from litigation. 
Another meeting will be held next Wednes­ 
day, when the other sections of the bill will 
be considered. 
Extensive Labor Strikes. 
St. Louis, March 19th.—The workmen of 
the Missouri Pacific machine shops at Se- 
dalia and the miners in the coal mines of the 
road in that vicinity quit work to-day. Gen­ 
eral Superintendent Talmage will reply to 
the demands of the employes to-morrow, but 
the nature of the reply is not known. All 
the yardmen on both sides of the river 
stopped work this noon. The Union Transit 
or Bridge Company having acceded to the 
demands of 
the employes, no inter­ 
ruption occurred in the bridge traffic. 
All the trains left on time. The short road 
between East St. Louis and Carondalet met 
the demand of its employes, and it is stated 
that the Chicago and Alton will do the same. 
The strikers’ places are being rapidly filled. 
The Iron Mountain road increased the wages 
of its employes recently, and there is no 
trouble there. A meeting held by the strik­ 
ers at East St. Louis to-night resulted in 
nothing but an expression of determination 
on the part of the strikers to hold out. 
Sum m on, the W ould-be Census Super­ 
visor. 
W ashington, March 19th.—The Senate 
rejected Summers, the Georgia Census Su­ 
pervisor. Blaine made a humorous speech, 
saying he had established beyond any doubt, 
in his letter to the President asking for the 
appointment, that he was a firm, unflinchiug 
Republican, and in his subsequent letters an.l 
declarations seeking a confirmation at the 
hamis of the Senate he was a red-hot and un­ 
compromising Democrat. Further than this, 
he had proved himself to have been an un­ 
swerving Loyalist and enthusiastic Confeder­ 
ate. “ 1 regret,” said Blaine, “that I have not 
two votes, for then I would take great pleas 
ure in giving one to confirm this devoted 
Unionist and this sincere Republican, and 
equal satisfaction in giving the other to re­ 
ject this active rebel and this ardent Demo­ 
crat,” 
The Colored Exodns. 
W ashington, March 19th.—The Exodus 
Committee to-day examined John H. John­ 
son Secretary of the Colored Relief Fend of 
St. Louis, who testified that the negroes in­ 
formed him that they were charged exorbitant 
prices for the necessaries of life, were de­ 
prived of political rights, and that for these 
reasons alone they left the South. 
K entucky Regulators. 
L o u isv ille, March 19th.—The Courier- 
Journals Grayson (Ky.) special says: Last 
night 100 men went to James Binion’s house, 
on Big Sinking creek, to notify John Boggs, 
a notorious character, to leave the country. 
Binioa refused them admittance, and fired 


fifty shots at them, killing one man. The 
Regulators broke down the doors, shot Binion 
dead, seized Boggs, tied him, fired shots at 
him, hanged him and left, after whipping a 
19-year-old son of Binion’s for joining in the 
fusilade. The Cliristlancy Case. 
W ashington, March 19ch.—Mrs. Chris- 
tiancy is talking very freely to newspaper in­ 
terviewers, and there are columns of stories 
of her alleged wrongs. From her statement 
the ex-Senator must be a very bad man. She 
represents him as an opium-eater, drunkard, 
a 
man 
of intolerant prejudices, 
a 
wife-beater, and jealous beyond descrip­ 
tion. Those who have known Judge Cbris- 
tiancy through a long and honorable 
life will be surprised at these statements. 
His frieuds here are very indignant at these 
slanders, and insist that Mrs. Christianey is 
resorting to this method to gain public sym­ 
pathy. 
-oiiK-lhinz in Ihe N ature of n Compro­ 
m ise. 
Chicago, March 19th.—The Inter-Ocean's

A Bit of Secret H istory. 
Chicago, March 19th.—The Inttr-Ocmn's 
special says: As a hit of secret history of the 
contemplated retirement of Judge Hunt from 
the Snpreme Bench and the appointment of 
Edmunds, the latter has decided to accept 
the appointment, as he preferred that to 
Senatorial service. 
Just here, however, 
Conkling, at whose instance Grant appointed 
Hunt, stepped in and said a New York man 
should succeed Hunt, and as he could expect 
nothing from Hayes’ administration, he pre­ 
vailed on Justice Hunt to reconsider his de­ 
termination to retire.

Parson, the Avon murderer, broke down at 
Rochester, N. Y., yesterday morning, crying 
aud protesting his innocence of the crime of 
murdering Mr. Withey. The execution took 
place at 12:40, he claiming innocence on the 
scaffold. 
Betting at Loudon yesterday on the Uni­ 
versity boat race to-day was four to one in 
favor of Oxford. 
The Directors of the St. Louis Merchants’ 
Exchange have directed the President of the 
Exchange to appoint a Commission to frame 
a protest agaiut Commissioner Fink’s plan to 
have through rates from the West to Europe. 
Many leading exporters believe the plan to 
control ocean freights by the trunk lines would 
kill the qxport business of the West. 
The cigar-makers’ strike at Cincinnati ends 
by mutual concessions this week. It lasted 
four weeks. The Union allows the employ­ 
ment of women, the fixing of prices by em­ 
ployers, and says that nnn-Unionists may 
work if manufacturers do not require pledges 
from Union men. 
A company is organized to build a railroad 
from Bismarck, Dakota, on the line of the 
Northern Pacific, to the Black Hills. The 
length of the proposed line is about 250 miles. 
The company is authorized to issue stock to 
the amount of §5,000,000. 
The negro laborers are on a strike in St. 
Charles parish, Louisiana. The Governor, on 
application of the whites, has ordered the 
Louisiana Field Artillery to the parish. The 
whites report that the negroes threaten to 
burn the sugar-houses if their demands are 
not complied with. 
The President has nominated Charles 
Adams, of Colorado. Minister Resident and 
Consul-General to Bolivia. 
A Berlin dispatch says : It is likelv that 
diplomatic relations with the Vatican will 
be shortly resumed. 
The United States Consul at Paris says 
that cattle may be profitably exported to 
some parts of France. 
It is expected that Secretary Sherman will 
authorize the purchase of §4,01)0,000 in bonds 
on Wednesday next. 
An Austrian revenue cutter seized two 
Italian trading vessels in South Dalmatian 
waters, because they surreptitiously conveyed 
6,000 breech-loading rifles aud a quantity of 
ammunition, apparently destined for Albania 
or Herzegovina. 
At Penn Yan, N. Y., yesterday, the Plais- 
tead Block and several other buildings were 
burned. Loss, 840,000. 
Cyrus W. Field has resigned the Presidency 
of the Wabash Railroad Company to make 
extensive travels, probably around the world. 


LATE NEWS TAILINGS. 
About two feet of snow on a level on the 
shores of Lake Tahoe. More snow is said 
to have fallen in the region of the lake 
this winter than ever before known by the 
oldest inhabitant. 
There are now about 100 people in camp 
at Virginia City, Col. There is no meat 
or bacon in the country, and no candles. 
Tunnel work is stopped, and the miners 
are living on flour and dried fruit. There is 
only a snow-shoe trail from Alpine, and no 
way to get anything in. 
The ranchers on Carson river use water 
in irrigating their crops, and the quartz 
mills below them use it for running their 
stamps. A great many conflicting claims 
exist, and considerable inconvenience has 
been felt in times past on account of scarc­ 
ity of the supply. An agent is kept con­ 
stantly engaged to see that all parties get 
their proportion and prevent waste. He 
travels up and down the river and watches 
the gates and dams everywhere. 
The schooner Star of Freedom weighed 
anchor and gracefully sailed away for the 
island of Anacapa on Sunday afternoon 
from San Diego, having on board Mr. Rog­ 
ers and a party of Californians who are 
employed to capture alive twenty sea- 
lions. This is accomplished by means of 
the lasso, but not without much ingenuity 
and considerable danger, as the lions when 
their way of escape is cut off, fight vicious­ 
ly, and woe to him who comes within reach 
of their huge tusks. 
The San Benito Advance says that on 
Wednesday a shooting affair occurred on 
the McKenzie ranch, in which a French­ 
man named August Michell came to his 
death. The deceased was a sheep man, 
and had some trouble with a neighbor, 
Francisco Boronda, in regard to a dog be­ 
longing to the latter worrying the former’s 
lamb3. They had some words, and the 
Frenchman went after the Mexican, pistol 
in hand. The latter ran for his cabin, on 
reaching which he seized a shotgun, and 
pointing it at the Frenchman’s head, fired, 
the charge knocking all the front teeth out 
and carrying away a large part of the left 
jaw. The Frenchman was killed instantly, 
and the Mexican rode to Merced City, 
where he gave himself up to the authori­ 
ties, giving the above account of the affair, 
which was corroborated by a neighbor who 
witnessed the shooting. 
The season is very backward, and what 
the outcome of the season is to be no man 
can more than give a rough guess. It has 
not been a good winter foi miners in con­ 
sequence of the unusual amount of snow 
and cold weather, and the outlook for the 
farmer is not so encouraging as it was a 
couple of weeks ago, the protracted north 
winds drying everything up to a crisp, ap­ 
parently ; though copious spring showers 
may bring everything out all right yet. 
We have seen fruit mature here in former 
years that blossomed in February, but this 
year it froze hard enough on the 14th of 
March to freeze the buds off had they been 
well filled with sap, but fortunately the 
continued cold weather has kept them back 
and out of danger so far, and an extraor­ 
dinary yield of unusually fine fruit is con­ 
fidently looked for in dne time by our or- 
chardists.—[El Dorado Republican, 18th.

Who 
would succeed us if there were no women ? What 
would government be? W’hat would society be?” 
Mr. Hardy spoke to the legal and constitutional 
part of ihe question ; holding that under the 
plain language of that instrument the Legislature 
liad no power to grant the ballot to woman for any 
purpose. 
The bill was made the special order for next 
Wednesday evening. 
Adjourned. 
Note.—The language used by Mr. Young Thurs­ 
day, which cal'eti out the reply of Mr. Tyler, was : 
“The gentl man from Alameda seems to be willfully 
misrepresenting me, and he docs it. persistently ; he 
knows better.” Upon which Mr. Tyler said; ‘*It is 
false.”
